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DUBLIN;. Oct.  7. — Dublin  Castle  this  afternoon  gave  out  a  list 
of  outstanding  offences  from  January  1  to  the  week  ended  October  2* 
It  was  accompanied  by  the  statement  that  it  was  "a  significant  fact 
Jhat.for  all  the  murders  aniL  shootings  of  poli<^emcn»  the  numbeiLj 
perpetrators  apprehended  could  be  counted  on  the  fingers  of  one 
hand." 

"In  this  fact,"  the  statement  adds,  "might  be.  found  the  motive 
for  rieprisals.  The  authorities  cannot  get  the  men  responsible,  or,  if 
they  do,  they  get  off  through  hunger  strilcing,  or  clemency  of  the 
Government.  No  one  can  be  found  to  testify  against  them,  either 
through  intimidation  or  because  of  political  sentiment." 

The  list  of  offences  follow: 

Courthouses  destroyed,  63;  Royal  Irish  Constabulary  barracks 
destroyed,  504;  Royal  Irish  Constabulary  barracks  damaged,  168; 
raids  on  mails,  646;  raids  on  coastguard  stations  and  lighthouses,  38. 

Raids  for  arms  reported,  2,075;  police  killed,  109;  police 
wounded,  174;  soldiers  killed,  16;  soldiers  wounded,  61;  civilians 
killed,  27.  These  figures  do  not  Include  the  casualties  in  the  Ulster 
riots  in  July  and  September.

Coincident  with  this  announcement 
the  Sinn  Veitt  Iriah  Bulletin  publishes 
the  deUUa  of  attacks  on  flfty-elffht 
police  barracks  up  to  September  30, 
of  which  It  Is  said  twelve  were  cap- 
tured and  two  destroyed  durlns 
(Urhtlnc,  while  forty-four  successfully 
resisted  attacks.  In  the  twelve  bar- 
racks captured,  eivhty-one  police  were 
niade  prisoner,  disarmed  and  aabse- 
ijuently  released  without  Injury.

DUBLIN,  Oct.  7.— It  Is  hinted  In 
authoritative  circles  here  that  Ireland 
Is  faced  with  a  further  curtailment  In 
railway  operations  and  a  possible  ces- 
sation, or  at  leas\  a  severe  curtail- 
ment, o(  all  the  postal  and  telegraph 
•ervices.  The  correspondent  under^' 
stands  that  the  Qovernment's  posi- 
tion Is  accurately  reflected  In  the  fol- 
lowing statement  made  to  htm  this 
afternoon: 

"For  more  than  three  months  the 
railway  employees  have  refused  to 
carry  munitions  or  the  military  aAd 
police.  Tfie  railways  were  taken  over 
durlnv  the  war  under  an  act  to  en- 
sure priority  for  Government  use. 
Larfe  sums  were  paid  the  Irish  rail- 
ways, which  benefited  the  employees 
knd  shareholders,  who  are  mostly 
Irishmen. 

"But  the  Government  has  not  re- 
ceived the  priority  for  which  It  paid. 
In  fact.  It  has  been  deprived,  with 
two  exceptions,  of  use  of  the  railways 
for  Us  most  urvent  needs.  Care 
hitherto  has  been  taken  to  refrain 
from  any  action  which  would  be 
likely  to  ferce  an  issue.  It  has  been 
hoped  that  a  way  out  mlsht  be  found 
which  wouM  not  involve  the  stoppase 
of  railway  facilities,  but  the  time  is 
oomlnc  when  the  GovernnMnt  may 
liavo  to  Insist  on  ita  rlchts.  The  pos- 
tal and  telegraph  services  are  In  the 
•am*  position  as  a  result  of  raids  on 
the  iinuia  and  the  cuttinc  of  telegraph 
Wires."

FOR  INTERNATIONAL 

STATISTICS  OmCE 

OKNBVA,  Oct  7.— The  Interna- 
tional Labor  Congress  of  the  League 
or  Nations,  in  session  here,  decided 
yesterday  to  create  an  international 
office  of  statistics,  prices  and  quan- 
tities, one  section  of  which  will  be 
devoted  to  coal.  This  section  is  to 
be  attached  to  the  financial  and  eco- 
nomic section 'Of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions. 

The  decision  was  Intended  to  sat- 
isfy a  demand  formulated  by  the 
recent  International  congress  of 
mlners.^^  ' 


WASHINGTON,  Oct  7.— The  1920 
population  of  continental  United 
States  was  announced  today  by  the 
census  bureau  as  .  105.683,108.  This 
was  an  increase  of  13,710,842.  or 
14.9  per  cent,  since  1910.  Today's 
total  does  not  Include  the  population 
of  outlying  poeessions,  which  will  bo 
announced  as  soon  as  the  figures 
for  Alaska  and  the  military  and  naval 
services  abroad  are  tabulated.  It  is 
estimated,  however,  that  the  posses- 
ysions  have  12,260,000  inhabitants,  so 
the  total  number  of  people  living 
under  the  American  flag  Is  In  round 
numbers'  118,000.000. 

The  figures  for  continental  United 
States  compare  wUh  91,97X.3<8  ten 
jl^ears  ago.  and  7&, 994,676  twenty 
.^eirs  ago.  The  Increase  for  the  last 
decade,  however,  fell  2,266,849,  or  6.1 
per  cent,  below  that  of  the  preceding 
decade.  Director  Rogers,  of  the  cen- 
sus bureau,  In  a  formal  statement 
attributed  this  reduction  to  the  al- 
most complete  stoppage  of  Immigra- 
tion during  the  war,  an  increase  in 
emigration  during  the  same  period, 
deaths  in  the  influenza  epidemic  of 
1917-18  and  war  casualties. 

The  statement  noted  that  the  trend 
of  population  from  the  country  to  the 
city  had  been  accentuated  greatly 
since    1910. 

This  situation  was  clearly  reflected 
In  the  figures  as  to  farms  in  the 
country,  which  also  were  made  public 
today.  These  placed  the  total  of 
farms  at  6,459,998,  an  increase  of 
only  98.496,  or  1.5  per  cent,  in  ten 
years,  against  an  increase  of  624,130, 
or  10.9  per  cent,  during  the  decade 
ended   in    1910.

PASS  PRINCE  RUPERT 


PRINCE  RUPERT,  B.  C  Oct.  7. — 
The  Grand  Trunk  arbitration  board 
arrived  here  today.  The  board  mem- 
bers were  entertained  by  the  Cana- 
dian Club  tonight. 

Ex-Presldent  of  the  United  States 
W.  U.  Taft,  a  member  of  the  arbi- 
tration board,  addressing  the  Cana- 
dian Club,  stated  that  national  pro- 
hibition in  the  U.  8.  had  not  yet  re- 
ceived the  benefit  of  an  extended 
test,  although  the  nation  ■wmi  rid  of 
saloons. 

The  war  he  said,  had  given  a  tre- 
mendous Impetus  to  woman  suffrage, 
and  the  time  was  approaching  when 
the  outlook  of  the  female  electorate 
would  be  on  broader  lines  regarding 
national  Issues.  He  declared  he  be- 
lieved that  an  International  arrange- 
ment for  the  preservation  of  peace 
should  be  made,  with  the  United 
Stats,  within  reasonable  limits,  a 
party.

Refuses  to  Approve 
Of  Government  Board 


Union  of  British  Columbia  Municipalities  Turns 
Down  Proposal  on  Vote  of  53  to  14 — Enlarge- 
ment of  Inspector's  Powers  Also  Disap- 
proved— Many  Resolutions  Passed 


NELSON.  B.C.,  Oct  7.— By  a  vote  of 
63  to  14.  jAe  Ualon  of  British  Columbia 
Municipalities  late  this  afteHtoon  re- 
fused to  express  approval  of  the  pro- 
posed local  government  board.  With 
the  change  of  one  vote,  the  same  divi- 
sion went  on  a  proposal  to  enlarge  the 
powers  of  the  Inspector  of  munlctpall- 
ties,  this  being  defeated  by  54  to  n. 
The  voting  was  the  climax  to  many 
hours'  discussion,  which  consumed  the 
entire  morning  session,  aad  at  least  an 
hour  in  the  aftemooa  one,  and  w^lch 
was  featured  by  addresses  by  Attorney- 
General  Farrls  aad  Inspector  R.  A 
Balrd. 

A  further  large  batch  of  resolutions 
M^'^ialt  with,  chiefly  dealing  with 
^f^tlttcatlons  of  the  Municipal  Act  the 
one  most  dlscusaed  being  on  the  subject 
of  hospital  treatment  of  Indigent  pa- 
tients, receiving  hoapltala  being  re- 
quired to  notify  a  munlclpaUty  within 
thrso  days  of  ^e  reception  of  patleats, 
and  requested  to  furnish  all  available 
laferraatlon  respecting  the  r^tmnrrrm  cf 
such  patleaU  for  the  aaalstaaec  of  the 
flianletpallty  la  collecting.

MEETS  DISASTER 


Crashes  Near  St.  John  Shortly 
After  Start  From  Halifax- 
Col.  Leckie  and  Major  Hobbs 
Continue  in  New  Machine 


That  Europe  is  looking  to  British 
Columbia  to  supply  Its  timber  needs, 
especially  for  big  timber,  and  that 
owing  to  prevailing  scarcity  of  the 
latter  class  of  lumber  over  there  and 
the  high  prices  now  prevailing  be- 
cause of  the  tremendous  demand 
necessitated  by  the  war,  there  will  be 
available  ample  capital  for  develop- 
ing the  virgin  timber  resources  of  this 
Province,  was  stated  by  Mr.  H.  T. 
Bull,  a  Norwegian  prominent  in  the 
lumber  industry  of  his  native  land. 

In  company  with  Messrs.  Odd 
GJema  and  Lorentz  Sathern,  also 
Norwegians,  Mr.  Bull  is  at  present  In 
the  city.  Today  they  will  leave  for 
the  Albemi  district  wh^re  the  in- 
terests represented  by  them  have  re- 
cently negotiated  for  the  Norgerd 
timber  limits.  What  is  the  amount 
of  capital  Involved  in  whe  acquisition 
of  these  limits,  Mr.  Bull,  who  speaks 
fluent  English,  was  not  Inclined  to 
say.  but  he  stated  that  If  their  in- 
veatigatlon  proved  satisfactory  it  is 
the  intention  to  erect  a  mill  and  put 
in  otncr  needed  equipment  to  permit 
of  manufacturing  lumber  for  export 
to  Europe. 

Europe  Is  hungry  for  lumber,  Mr. 
Bull  staved.  The  Norweglart  supply 
of  big  staff  is  either  exhaastcd,  or 
what  is  left  is  held  by  certain  Inter- 
ests, so  that  lumbermen  there  have 
to  look  elsewhere  for  their  supply. 
Russia  at  present  Is  quite  out  of  the 
question  as  a  source  of  supply,  and 
even  were  the  present  political  con- 
ditions there  settled,  moot  of  the 
forest  areas  are  not  accessible.  Chile, 
Mr.  Bull  said.  Is  making  a  strong  bid 
to  interest  European  lumber  interesta 
in  her  lumber  resources,  the  chief  of 
which  are  lif  Southern  Chile,  but  tha 
timber  there  is  not  equal  to  that 
grown^^n    British   Columbia. 

If  the  plans  of  Mr.  Bull  and  hia  as- 
sooiates  prove  productive  of  results 
there  will  be  extenslre  development 
work  carried  on,  and.  undoubtedly,  he 
statad.  mora  Norwegian  capital  will 
be  tqrthooning.  In  view  of  the 
prevailing  high  prices  In  Europe, 
prices  that  will,  he  believes,  be  main- 
tained for  soma  years  to  come,  it  Is 
po— Ibia  to  manufacture  here  and  ship 
to   Europe  on   a   profitable   basis.

ST.  JOHN,  N.B.,  Oct  T. — Colonel 
Robert  Leckie  and  Major  Basil 
Hobbs,  who  hopped  off  this  morning 
from  Halifax  for  a  trans-Canada 
flight  to  Vancouver,  crashed  a  bhort 
time  later  at  Long  Reach,  twenty 
miles  northeast  of  St  John.  Their 
light  seaplane  was  wrecked,  but  the 
avlatora  apparently  were  uninjured, 
as  Colonel  Leckie  telephoned  here  for 
another  flying-boat 

The  two  Canadian  Air  Force  avia- 
tors, who  took  off  at  8  o'clock  for 
Riviere  du  Loiip  on  the  first  leg  of 
their  Journey,  sped  over  this  city  at 
10:4G  apparently  going  strong.  Colonel 
Lecfcle's  urgent  message  for  another 
seaplane  was  interpreted  here  aa 
meaning  that  he  Intended  resuming; 
his  flight  Immediately. 

FRBDERICTON,  N.  B.,  Oct  7.— 
The  Falrey  float  type  seaplane  in 
which  Colonel  Leokie,  D.8.O..  director 
of  flying  operatlona  of  the  Canada 
Air  Board,  and  Major  Baall  Hobbs, 
D.ao.,  started  the  trans-Canada  air 
flight  from  Halifax  this  morning, 
crashed  Into  the  St  John  River  at 
Whelpley's  Point  20  miles  northeast 
of  St  John,  about  11  o'clock  this 
morning.  ^ 

Engine  trouble  caused  the  plane 
to  crash,  and  following  a  forced  land- 
ing that  was  made  In  the  water,  it 
collapsed,  but  Colonel  Leckie  and 
Major  Hobbs  escaped  without  injury. 

By  noon,  the  seaplane,  which  has 
been  a  hoodoo  machine  from  the  time 
It  was  started  out  from  Montreal  last 
week  for  Its  initial  flight  to  Halifax, 
was  beached  and  It  was  then  de- 
clared that  only  the  undercarriage  and 
propeller  of  the  plane  had  been 
damaged.' 

OTTAWA.  Oct.  7.— The  Air  Board 
announced  this  afternoon  that  Col- 
onel Leckie  had  started  again  from 
Long  Reach,  where  the  Falrey  sea- 
plane was  wrecked,  and  that  he  was 
flying  the  H.8.-2-L.  machine,  which 
Captain  Shearer  had  standing  by  for 
relief  purposea  From  Riviere  du 
Loup  Colonel  Leckie  and  Major 
Hobbs  will  fly  an  F.-S  boat 

Apparently  the  trans-Canada  air- 
plane and  seaplane  flight  is  proceed- 
ing favorably.  Reports  received  at  the 
Air  Board  tonight,  state  that  the  H. 
S.-2-L.  machine  piloted  by  Colonel 
Leckie  arrived  at  Riviere  du  Loup, 
the  first  refueling  statipn.  at  about 
10  o'clock.  A  previous  bulletin  re- 
ceived here  anjiounced  that  the  plane 
had  passed  Edmundston,  N.B.  It  is 
expected  that  from  16  minutes  to  half 
an  hour  will  be  consumed  at  Riviere 
du  Loup  in  transferring  to  the  F.-S 
boat  which  will  be  flown  to  Ot#iwa. 
It  is  stated  at  the  Board  that  the 
F.-S  will  reach  here  about  half  past 
three  on  Friday  morning.  After  re- 
fueling this  machine  will  be  flown  to 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  gnd  then  to  Win- 
nipeg. 

OTTAWA,  Oct  8. — At  an  early 
hour  thia  morning  the  Air  Board 
received  word  from  Colonel  Leckie. 
who  is  attempting  the  trans-Canada 
flight,  that  he  had  not  yet  left 
Riviere  du  Loup,  being  held  back  by 
a   severe  thunderstorm.

Lithuania  and  Letvia.  Declare  That  Riga  Proposals 
Will  Deprive  Them  of  Just  Rights— Former 
Takes  Position  That  Arrangement  Abro- 
gates Its  Treaty  With  Soviet  Russia 


PROPOSED  LINE  IS  TAKEN 

AS  VICTORY  FOR  POLAND 


-Delegates  at  Riga  Work  Overtime  to  Complete 
Details  of  Armistice — Finish  May  Not  Come  in    ^ 
'Time  for  Promulgation  Tocfay — Fight- 
ing on  All  Fronts  Has  Ceased 


RIGA,  Oct.  7. — ^Tbe  proposed  armistice  line  between  Poland 
and  Russia  is  distasteful  to  Lithuania  and  Letvia.  Lithuania  claims 
that  the  proposed  preliminary  peace  abrogates  the  treaty  between 
Soviet  Russia  and  Lithuania,  in  that  Russia  guaranteed  free  communi-^ 


cation  of  trade  between  Lithuania  and  Soviet  Russia,  which  would  be 
impossible  if  a  Polish  corridor  were  created  between  Russia  and 
Lithuania. 

Furthermore,  the  Lithuanians  complain  that  they  are  robbed  of 
a  port.  Memel  provided  an  outlet  under  the  Versailles  treaty,  but  the 
Lithuanians  say  that  French  control  of  that  port  completely  bottles 
them  up. 

Tlie  Letvians  are  displeased  over  the  proposed  corridor  connect- 
ing them  with  Poland,  on  military  grounds.  >  .  • 

The  proposed  armistice  line  is  clearly  a  great  victory  for  the 
French  and  Poles,  and  the  displeasure  of  Lithuania  and  Letvia  ap- 
parent)y  is  shared  by  the  British. 

The  Poles  justify  the  proposed  line  on  the  score  that  It  is  neces- 
sary to  cut  off  Lithuania  from  Russia  because  the  Lithuanians  are 
friendly  to  the  Germans  and  the  Soviet,  and  would  otherwise  become 
a  go-between,  enabling  Bolshevik  Russia 'and  Germany  to  imperil 
Poland  and  all  of  Europe.  The  Lithuanians  deny  the  charges  of  con- 
spiracy against  Poland,  and  allege  that  the  Poles  are  misrepresenting 
them  for  the  purpose  of  hoodwinking  the  Entente  into  allowing  Poland 
to  prevent  Lithuania  from  |:etting  boundaries  necessary  for  its  eco- 
nomic development.

VANCOUVER.  Oct.  7.— On  behalf 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Wine  Co., 
from  which  the  dry  squad  some 
weeks  adO  seized  9250.000  worth  ot 
liquor,  which  was  later  confiscated 
to  tiie  crown,  a  motion  has  been  en- 
tered in  the  Supreme  Court  register 
Kivinr  Magistrate  C.  J.  South  and 
Sheriff  Charles  Macdonald,  of  Van- 
couver County,  notice  that  on  Mon- 
day Chief  Justice  Hunter  will  be  re- 
quested to  commit  them  to  Jail  for 
contempt   of   court. 

Immediately  after  the  seizure  the 
company  entered  suit  for  return  of 
the  company's  books  and  papers, 
held  by  the  Sheriff  pending  I'eplevin 
proceedings.

DELEGATES' VIEWS 
ARE nVERGENT 


Proposal  for  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  Has  Mixed  Re- 
ception at  Municipal  Con- 
vention— Mr,  Farris  Speaks 


NELSON.  Oct.  7. — Th«  propoaed 
tlocal  government  board  was  the  sol« 
topic  of  dlscuaaion  at  the  aeaalon  of 
the  Union  of  B.C.  Municipalities  this 
momlnc,  many  dlverffent  views  being 
expressed.  Probably  twenty  speakers 
toolc  part  In  the  debate. 

Attorney-Qeneral  Farris  discussed 
•the  history  of  the  local  governmsnt 
board  project,  putting  its  origin  up 
to  the  Union's  solicitor.  F.  A.  Mc- 
Diarmid,  whom  the  Government  had 
detained  to  ravls«  the  Municipal  Act. 
because  of  his  special  qualifications, 
after  Premier  Brewster  had  de* 
scribed  that  Act  as  a  muddle. 

At  the  Pentlcton  convenUon  the 
XJnion  had  been  receptive  to  the 
Idea,  but  last  year  Mr.  Farris  said  he 
found  almost  an  organised  oppoM- 
tlon  to  It  In  tha  convention,  and 
then  felt  entitled  to  be  peeved. 

Whatever  views  the  munlclpalitlea 
might  develop  on  whether  the  pro- 
posed board  would  prove  an  assist- 
ance or  a  detriment,  from  the  Gov- 
ernment's viewpoint,  the  sole  idea 
was  to  assist  the  municipaUtles,  and 
the  scheme  was  only  brought  for- 
ward because  it  was  believed  it  would 
be  a  forward  step  In  efficient  gov- 
ernment. A  proposal  that  the  Union 
should  h£ve  the  appointment  of  two 
out  of  the  three  mombers  of  the 
board  was  dissented  from  by  the

TWO  MEN  ARE  KILLED 
BY  MEXICAN  OUTLAW 

PITSBURGH,  Pa.,  Oct.  7.— Two 
men.  Including  a  patrolman,  were 
killed  and  a  number  of  persons  were 
wounded,  at  Homestead,  a  suburb, 
last  night,  in  a  pistol  duel  between 
police,  firemen,  county  detectives 
and  civiliana  on  one  tide,  and  a 
Mexican  on  the  other. 

The  trouble  stained  when  two  of- 
ficers tried  to  arrest  the  Mexican, 
Ernest  Martinez,  who  was  acting  in 
a  disorderly  manner  on  the  street, 
Martinez  drew  a  pistol  and  killed 
Patrolman  William  Smith  and 
wounded  Patrolman  Henry  Davlv. 
The  Mexican  then  entered  .a  board- 
ing house,  wounded  the  proprietor 
and  barricaded  himself  In  the  build- 
ing. 

Police  reserves  were  called  out,  and 
armed  wl|h  riot  guns  they  tried  to 
get  intd  the  house,  but  were  forced 
to  retreat  under  the  fire  ,frora  the 
Mexican's  gun.  Firmcn  were  sum- 
moned and  they  sought  to  drive  Mar- 
tinez from  the  house  with  smoke  and 
water.  Finally  a  fireman,  armed 
with  a  riot  gun,  gained  entrance  to 
the  house  from  the  rear  and  killed 
the  Mexican.

MADI^IO,  Oct.  T.-^Reports  that  a 
general  strike  has  been  called 
throughout  Portugal  are  confirmed 
by  travelers  from  that  country  who 
have  Arrived   at   Badajos. 

Postal,  telegraph  and  telephone 
workers,  the  naval  reservists,  bakers 
and  ock  laborers  have  all  ceased 
work,  and  the  majority  of  the  rall- 
waymen  havo  walked  out,  although 
tn  a  few  localities  trains  are  being 
run.

,      DIES  AT  AGE  OF  84 

VANXOUVER.  Oct.  7.  —  Death 
claimed  another  pioneer  resident  of 
Vancouw  in .  tho  person  of  Alex- 
ander McKslvie.  who  passed  away  at 
the  fkmlly  residence.  12S  Eleventh 
Avenue  West,  thia  morning,  bringing 
to  a  close  an  Interesting  career  close- 
ly associated  with  the  growth  of 
Canada  since  the  era  of  reconstruc- 
tion following  the  hectic  days  of  the 
m<4tarKed  rebeiUon  ^  Upper  CAaada. 

For  a  number  of  years  subsequent 
to  the  fire  of  1889  he  was  in  busi- 
ness  In  Vancouver. 

Born  at  Paisley.  Scotland.  August 
17,  ItSI,  \bl  the  reign  of  WUllam 
IV.,  ho  came  to  Canada  with  his 
parents  at  the  age  of  7,  the  family 
settling  in  the  Proviijce  of  Quebec. 

He  was  a  friend  and  companion 
of  Sir  WUfrld  Laurler  when  the 
great  Uberal  leader  was  first  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar,  as  well  as  with 
other  young  men  of.  the  time  later 
IdeiAifled  with  shaping  the  desUny 
of  the  Dominion.  A  capUln  in  the 
first  volunteer  corps,  he  bad  the  dis- 
tinction of  commanding  the  guard 
of  honor  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  in 
1860  when  the  future  King  Edward 
VII  Tlslted  the  colonies.

2 — Establishihent  of  rates  meeting 
to  the  utmost  extent  possible  equal- 
ization of  freight  rates  between  the 
east  and  west. 

In  regard  to  western  rates,  the  Cab- 
inet, in  it«  judgment,  states  that  the 
question  is  one  which  requires  minute 
and  expert  investigation  such  as 
could  be  best  conducted  by  the  Rail- 
way Board,  but  the  "Cabinet  Is 
strongly  Impressed  with  the  very 
great  deelrability  of  bringing  about 
with  the'  least  possible  delay,  equali- 
ties between  eastern  and  western 
rates."

LONDON,  Oct.  7.— A  dispatch  to 
the  Central  News  from  Riga,  an- 
nouncing the  signing  of  the  artfiis- 
tlce  between  Poland  and  Soviet  Rus- 
sia, says  the  Independence  of  White 
Ruthenia  and  the  Ukraine  will  be 
recognized:  that 'Poland  will  be  free 
of  debt  charges  on  Old  Russia  and 
that  Russia  engages  to  Indemnify 
Polish   civilians. 

RIGA,  Oct.  7. — Polish  and  Soviet 
delegates  here  today  were  complet- 
ing the  work  of  framing  the  final 
armistice  terms,  and  Prince  Sapleha.

LONDON.  Oct.  7. — Sir  Edward  Car- 
son, leader  of  the  Ulster  UnlonisU.

"I  have  no  doubt  that  under  a  lit- 
tle pressure,  and  after  the  murder  of 
a  few  more  policemen.

Leaders  of  the  Sinn  Fein  have  In- 
timated that  although  they  desire 
complete  separation  of  Ireland  from 
England,  they  will  not  oppoae  a  broad 
measure  of  Dominion  home  rule  If  It 
can  be  proved  that  a  majority  of  the 
Irish  people  desired  it,  says  The  Daily 
Mall.  This  Information,  the  news- 
paper declares,  was  given  in  response 
to  approaches  made  by  the  Irish 
Peace  Council,  a  body  of  moderates 
from  all  parts  of  Ireland,  which  has 
Just  completed  a  plan  for  Dominion 
home  rule  In  the  Island. 

Prior  to  adjournment  of  Parlia- 
ment, members  of  this  council  Inter- 
viewed Premier  Lloyd  George,  who 
told  them  that  before  submitting  any 
scheme,  they  must  be  able  to  assiure 
him  of  sufficient  support  in  Ireland 
to  guarantee  that  the  scheme  would 
be  workable.  This  ^support  the  coun- 
cil claims  to  have  obtained,  and  ^he 
JPaily  Mall  assarts  -tha^^remler  jkUL 
receive  a  deputation  from  tbe  organ- 
ization next  week  to  take  the  initial 
step  in  the  scheme.  The  first  thing 
that  will  be  done,  the  newspaper  Hays, 
will  be  the  creation  of  a  oonstilMent 
assembly  for  Ireland  In  which  Ulster 
will   be    given    representation. 

Must  Have  Separation 

J>UBLIN.  Oct.  6. — Reports  that  the 
n  Fein  organization  has  become 
divided  against  itself,  were  vigorously 
denied  here  today  by  Arthur  Grlfflth, 
lender  of  the  organization,  during  a 
long  interview  with  the  Associate 
PresM.^He  reiterated  charges  he  re- 
centlj^  made  that  raids  of  reprisal 
were  a  result  of  "calculated  policy  of 
British  Government  ofllclals,'^  and 
challenged  Sir  Hamar  Greenwood, 
Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland,  who  re- 
cently denied  thesd  charges,  to  sub- 
mit them  to  an  Investigation  by  an 
Impartial  tribunal  to  be  appointed  by 
the  British  Government  or  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court. 

"There  will  be  no  settlement,  ex- 
cept upon  the  D^ts  of  Irish  Inde- 
pendence." Mr.  Griffith  said.  "The 
British  Oovemment  authorities  are 
making  a  Special  effort  tp  terrorise 
the  Irish  people  and  force  them  to 
iih-^ndon  their  claim  for  indspend- 
e  ^  before  the  British  Partlament 
rettu»embles  and  the  American  presi- 
dential election  is  held." 

Asked  if  the  Sinn  Fein  would  entfr 
into  negotiations  with  the  Briliah 
Government,  he  replied: 

"The  Government  has  made  ue  no 
proposal,  and  is  trying  to  Ignore  our 
existence.  We  have  a  mandate  from 
our.  people  to  set  up  a  republic,  and 
until  that  mandate  la  withdrawn  we 
have  no  authority  to  accept  anything 
less  than  complete  Independence." 

"Is  there  ^  state  of  war  in  Ire- 
land?"   the   correspondent  asked. 

"Ireland  In  1918,"  Mr.  Orifnth  re- 
plied, "peacefulfl^  and  constitutional- 
ly registered  its  vote  for  independence 
according  to  the  principle  of  salf-de- 
termination  enunciated  by  America 
and  accepted  by  England  in  her  hour 
of  need.  Since  then  England  has 
been  seeking  to  overcome  the  bsllot 
by  the  bullet.  She  is  waging  against 
Ireland  an  econofnlc  war,  reinforced 
by  murder  and  arson. 

"England  entered  Ireland  with 
methods  of  warfare  far  more  brutal 
than  Germany  used  In  Belgium.'  ' 

One  of  the  most  sensatlonal'charges 
Mr.  Griffith  made  was  that  many  un- 
tried political  prisoners  had  been 
"tortured  In  prison  with  medieval 
methods  to  force  them  to  gfve  false 
information  against  Irish  leaders."

Repeats  Wish  for  Opposition 
Union — Touches  on  Ques-

EDMONTON,  Oct.  7. — A  atrong 
plea  for  unity  between  the  different 
graupa  oppoaed  to  the  Melgtaen  Gov- 
ernment was  the  feature  of  the  ad- 
dreae  delivered  by  Hon.  W.  I^  Mac- 
Kenale  King  tonight. 

Hon.  Mr.  King,  in  his  opening  re- 
marks, dealt  with  the  formation  of 
the  National  Llberal-Coneervative 
Party,  asserting  it  had  not  come 
into  being  as  a  result  of  a  demo- 
cratic   movement. 

"It  is  a  serious  condition  for  a 
democratic  people,  such  as  exist  In 
Canada."  said  the  speaker,  "when 
an  autocratic  group  can  get  control 
and  enforce  its  will  upon  tTie  Cana- 
dian  people." 

Mr.  King,  in  urging  a  union  of 
forces,  which  he  contended  stood  for 
progress  and  were  seeking  the  de- 
feat of  the  present  Government,  said 
the  present  tour  of  the  West  was  not 
in  opposition  to  any  progressive 
group,  but  was  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  that  the  Liberal  party  stood 
for  progressive  policies  upon  which 
they  all  could  unite  for  the  defeat 
Oi  the  common  enemy. 

Cost  of  Living 

Another  i)olicy  on  which  the  Gov- 
ernment opponents  could  unite,  he 
continued,  was  the  reduction  of  tax- 
ation in  the  cost  of  living.  There 
were  three  ways  in  which  this  could 
bb  done,  and  upon  which  there  could 
be  a  united  platform.  These  were 
rigid  retrenchment  and  economic, 
downward  revision  of  the  tariff  and 
elimination  of  profiteering. 

In  response  to  a  written  question 
handed  him  at  the  beginning  of  the 
meeting  by  the  Edmonton  G.W.V.A. 
as  to  his  attitude  on  the  $2,000  cash 
bonus  and  pension  increases,  Mr.  King 
touched   on   these  questions  briefly. 

He  said  these  questions  in  the  last 
analysis  could  only  be  settled  by  the 
House  of  Commons.  The  view  that 
he  held  was  that  he  could  not  see 
how  it  was  feasible  to  name  any 
specific  amount  of  money  for  any 
group  of  men,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  he  took  the  view  that  wher- 
ever there  was  a  genuine  need,  either 
by  the  returned  men  or  their  de- 
pendents, it  was  the  duty  of  the 
State  to  rehabilitate  them  to  the  last 
day  of  their  lives. 

"It   is  a   matter   of   attitude     more 
than  amounts,"  said   Mr.   King,   "and 
in  is  a  national   obligation   that  must 
be  met  in  a  generous  way." 
Tariff  Qnestlon 

The  Liberal  leader  dealt  at  some 
length  with  the  tariff  question.  The 
party  which  he  led  was  not  for  free 
trade,  'neither  was  it  for  protection, 
but  it  favored  a  tariff  as  only  one 
means  of  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
state.  Another  source  of  revenue 
it  favored  was  direct  taxation  by 
means  of  an  Income  tax  properly 
graduated,  and  a  tax  of  industries 
sufficient  to  prevent  profiteering. 
All  the  large  groups  opposing  the 
Government,  he  said,  could  unite  in 
a  policy  of  downward  revision  of  the 
tariff  on  the  necessities  of  life. 

Speaking  of  the  question  of^nat- 
ural  resources,  Mr.  King  quoted  the 
Liberal  platform  in  favor  of  hand- 
ing those  resources  over  to  the 
I'rovlnces  concerned  on  terms  that 
are  fair  and  equitable  In  regard  to 
all    the   other    Provinces. 

"If  the  Liberal  party  is  returned 
to  power,  and  I  am  sure  it  will  be 
shortly."  said  Mr.  King,  "it  will  see 
that  this  pledge  is  fully  carried  out 
in  a  way  to  satisfy  the  rightful  as- 
pirations of  the  people  of  the 
West." 


BUGS  REFIHSIiL 


Inspector  Brady  Killed  by  Ex- 
panding Bullet  Fired  Fronfi 
Ambush  —  Police  and  Sol- 
diers Frenzied  With  Anger

DUBLIN,  Oct.  7. — Police  officials 
who  have  Investigated  the  circum- 
stances of  the  raid  on  the  village  of 
Tubbereurry.  late  Thursday  night 
have  submitted  a  report  to  Dublin 
Castle,  which  officiaU  there  declare 
"llltiatrates  the  state  of  mind  under 
which  reprisals  might  occur."  Thla 
report  was  written  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  authorities  and  was  not 
intended    (or   publication. 

The  motor  lorry  carrying  a  squad 
of  policemen,  including  Brady  and 
O'Hara,  two  officers  who  were  killed 
during  Thursday  evening,  fell  into 
what  is  described  as  a  death  trap. 

Firing  from  an  elaborately  pre- 
pared ambuscade,  the  assailants  of 
the  police  used  expanding  bullets. 
When  two  motor  lorry  parties  of  po- 
lice and  soldiers  entered  Tubbereur- 
ry from  Sligo,  the  men  found  Brady's 
body  on  the*  barracks  floor  and 
O'Hara  in  a  room  nearby  maoning 
with  great  pain. 

The  report  declares  the  police  and 
soldiers  rushed  out  and  the  next  min- 
ute sounds  of  shots  and  of  doors  be- 
ing battered  down  were  heard.  The 
writer  of  the  report  says  he  "appeal- 
ed to  the  men  over  and  over  again  to 
desist,  but  they  were  simply  mad 
with  passion,  and  restraint  and  dis- 
cipline   was   thrown    to   the   winds." 

When,  after  great  trouble,  the  of- 
ficers were  induced  to  re-enter  their 
lorries,  they  dashed  off  in  the  direc- 
tlQii  of  the  creameries,  which  were 
later   d«stroy«4.^

Fireproofing  Device  and  Light 
for  Night  Landing  Brought 
Out  by  New  Jersey  inventor 
— Test  at  IVIineola 


>^BW  YORK.  Oct.  7. — Experts  of 
the  Army  and  Navy  Aviation  Ser- 
vice today  were  preparing  reports  to 
the  Government  on  the  flyinc  dem- 
onstration o^  a  flaming  oil-soaked 
iflreproof  afrplane  and  its  midnight 
landing  device,  witnessed  by  them 
last   night  at  Mineola. 

American  and  British  experts  who 
saw  the  spectacular  demonstration 
by  Paul  Collins,  a  civilian  flyer,  said 
it  marked  one  of  the  most  ImpoiV 
'ant  developments  In  aviation  since 
the  armistice. 

Many  mail  aviators  have  been 
killed  recently  by  flaming  ma- 
chines. 

Before  making  his  ascent  to  an 
altitude  of  6,000  feet,  Collins'  ma- 
chine was  treated  throughout  with 
the  fireproofing  "dope,"  and  then 
completely  satunited  with  gasoline. 
Collins  himself  donned  a  costume 
similarly  treated.  At  his  highest 
altitude  he  set  fire  to  the  gasoline. 
On  his  descent  at  about  1.000  feet 
he  also  touched  off  two  flares  of 
magnesium  on  the  tops  of  the  wings, 
and  by  manipulating  two  mirrors  un- 
der the  fusllage  he  illuminated  the 
whole  landing  field,  enabling  him  to 
make  a  perfect   "daylight"   landing. 

The  fireproofing,  as  well  as  the 
mechanical  apparatus  for  operating 
the  device,  is  the  invention  of  Parker 
H.    Bradley,    of   Nutler.    N.J.

Generally  speaking,  the  land  set- 
tlement policy  of  the  present  Gov- 
ernment camiot  have  been  said  to 
have  proved  a  conspicuous  success  as 
far  as  It  Is  possible  to  ascertain.  The 
Land  Settlement  Board  has  ^en  re- 
sponsible for  very  large  expenditures 
which  have  involved  the  Province  in 
debt,  .and  we  doubt  if  the  returns 
have  been  adequate  in  proportion  tc 
the  outlay.  To  prove  this  it  would 
be  necessary  to  secure  figures'  dealing 
with  increased  production,  as  apart 
from  higher  prices  obtaining  now  for 
produce  than  in  the  past,  the  actual 
number  of  new  settlers  who  have 
gone  on  the  land  through  the  Initi- 
ative of  the  Provincial  Government, 
and  these  figures  should  be  set  out 
In  comparison  with  all  the  moneys 
expended  In  improving  production, 
through  Irrigation  and  other  means, 
and  In  promoting  land  settlement. 
These  figures  do  not  seem- to  be  avail- 
able and  until  they  are  all  general 
Statements  made  by  Ministers  or 
Government  officials  are  liable  to  be 
crltlolxed. 


BRUS8t:L8,  Oct.  7.  —  The  Inter- 
national financial  conference  today 
adopted  unanimously  the  report  on 
public  finance,  which  contains  the 
reaults  of  the  work  of  the  past  two 
weeks  by  the  conference. 

A  first  step  toward  organixatlon  of 
an  internaUonal  erodlt  system,  an  In- 
ternational clearing  house,  and  a 
permanent  organism  for  collecting 
and  distributing  Information  about 
the  financial  situations  of  the  differ- 
ent countries  are  the  tanglbl^^esults 
of  the   conferencer^ 

The  full  conference  expressed  the 
hope  that  the  forthcoming  assembly 
of  the  League  of  Nations  will  take  up 
the  question  of  the  reduction  of  arm- 
amenta. 

The  much-dlBcussed  queation  of  a 
tax  on  capital  was  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  various  countries.  The 
conference  recommended  that  each 
country  make  efforts  to  stop  extrava- 
gance and  waste.  , 

The  International  tra-la  co^imlttee  de- 
cided that  tlTe  ciucatlon  of  tarlfTH  was  a 
political  one.  and,  consequently,  not 
within  ItH  Jurisdiction.  It  advised,  how- 
ever, that  all  other  trade  reetrlcrions  dtie 
to  war  conditionH  he  auppresHed  Imtne- 
dUtely  where  poHsible,  and  as  sooft  aa 
could   be  everywhere. 

Kcononiy  and  thrift  are  urRently  rec- 
ommended by  resolutions,  and  govern- 
mentn  and  munlclpalltlea  are  called 
up«fn  not  to  appropriate  money  not*  vls- 

Ibly  coming  In. The  reduction  of  noat- 

ing  debts  is  demanded,  and  it  is  declared 
there  ahould  be  no  borrowings  for  other 
than  productive  enterprlsea. 

Finally,  in  the  reports  of  two  com- 
mittees complete  peace  is  declared  to  be 
essential  to  economic  recovery,  and  the 
committees  express  their  trust  in  the 
league  of  Nations  to  bring  to  an  end 
the  wars  now  in  progress.

NELSON.  Oct.  7. — Tuesday  night's 
MBiiion  of  tbe  Oood  Roads  conven- 
tion wa«  spurred  into  immediate  and 
visorbus  action  on  receipt  of  a  wire 
from  Victoria  statinjr  that  Hon.  John 
Oliver  had  told  the  Kamioops  Board 
of  Trade  on  Friday  night  that  the 
transprovincial  highway  had  been 
shelve^  and  (ndeflnitely  deferred.  In 
the  presence  of  Hon.  Dr.  King.  Min- 
ister of  Works,  such  a  sUtement  was 
deprecated '  as  an  unmitigated  breach 
of  faith,  and  "Honest  John"  was 
severely  hauled  over  the  coals  in  the 
discussion  aroused. 

Thirty-seven  municipalities  with 
ninety  ofllcial  delerates  participated. 
The  receipt  of  the  Victoria  news  was 
a  bombshell  to  the  convention  which 
had  Dr.  King's  unchanged  views  fav- 
oring the  highway  for  more  than  a 
year.  The  general  trend  of  almost  all 
the  resolutions  had  urged  the  Govern- 
ment to  work  upon  the  links  of  the 
highway.  The  message  said  the  Vic- 
toria papers  had  printed  Mr.  Oliver's 
Kamioops  statement  declaring  flatly 
that  neither  Hope  Mountain  nor  the 
Fraser  Canyon  route  would  be  gone 
ahead  with  for  several  years  anyway, 
and  that  the  highway  would  be 
shelved  or  Indettnltely  deferred. 
Rtrong  resentment  wafe  aroused  In  the 
lower  Mainland,  said  the  message. 
Instant  and  definite  action  was  de- 
manded to  prevent  such  a  contin- 
gency, whlnh  was  descrlljed  as  "little 
short  of  legalized  thievery."

By  resolution  the  matter  was 
thrown  open  far  discussion.  A.  K. 
House,  Princeton,  moved  for  "definite 
and  honest"  declaration  from  Hon. 
Dr.  King.  A  reasonable  time  had  now 
elapsed,  and  It  was  pretty  hard  for 
even  a  Government  supporter  to  be- 
lieve otherwise  than  "that  the  Gov- 
ernment was  stalling  and  sparring 
with  the  transprovincial  highway 
question,"  he  said. 

Begging  the  Indulgence  of  the  meet- 
ing, Mayor  Gale  took  the  floor.  If 
the  message  was  correct  and  Premier 
Oliver  properly  quoted,  tifen  a  great 
deal  of  the  Good  Roads  league's 
work  was  undone,  he  asserted.  He 
urged  free  discussion  and  their  sup- 
port, "to  the  drop  of  the  hat." 

"As  one  who  knows  and  has  ad- 
mired the  Premier,  I  cannot  credit 
this  statement  to  him.  If  ho  made  It, 
then  my  faith  Is  shaken  in  both 
Premier  and  Government,  and  the 
sooner  we  have  a  Moses  who  will 
lead  us  out  of  the  wilderness,  the 
better  it  will  be  for  British  Columbia." 
(Loud  cheers  greeted  this  declar- 
ation). 

Mayor  Gale  then  etlfled  on  Hon. 
Dr.  King  to  either  support  the  prom- 
ises made  for  the  fruition  of  the 
highway  or  revert  from  his  former 
stand.  He  Remanded  u  "Yes  or  no," 
from  one  wrio  was  a  responsible  min- 
ister of  the  crown. 

Getting  Information 

Dr.  King,  replying,  said  he  did  n»t 
propose  to  enter  Into  any  political 
argument.  He  fully  maintained  his 
position  favoring  the  highway.  His 
position  and  tlyat  of  the  Government, 
he  thought,  was  definite,  and  the 
House  committed  to  it.  His  state- 
ments In  the  House  were  subsequently 
back  by  the  bill  for  five  million  dol- 
lars. The  work  is  under  way,  and 
the  highway  will  be  constructed,  he 
said.  He  refused  flatly  to  be  rushed 
Into  a  decision  as  to  the  Hope-Prince- 
ton or  Fraser  Canyon  route.  He  said 
the  latter  was  more  feasible,  but  the 
need  for  about  twenty  subways  or 
overhead  crossings  meant  a  heavy  ex- 
penditure. People  living  In  the 
Province  very  many  years  were  un- 
able to  decide  which  was  the  best 
route.  He  had  not  yet  recommended 
ellher  route  to  the  Government,  but 
engineers  were  still  getting  Inform- 
ation, and  he  hoped  to  tender  a  re- 
port soon  and  i^^aited  Government 
pronouncement  as  |o.  rente. 
Mayor    Oale    KxHted 

Mayor  Gale  said:  "1  must  take  the 
attitude  of  discrediting  the  statemeirt 
attributed  to  Premier  Oliver  unless 
corroborated,  especially  in  view  of  the 
facOhat  ministers  of  the  crown  had 
said  that  the  bond  issue  would  be 
floated  locally  for  the  purpose  of 
*  building.  Just  such  rpads,  and  espec- 
ially since  Premier  Oliver  said  the 
Government  would  go  Just  as  far  as 
the  people  wanted  to  go. 

"It  such  a  statement  was  made,  it 
is  regrettable  and  deplorable  that 
ai^  one  in  British  Columbia,  let 
alone  the  Premier,  should  lack  vision 
to  the  extent  of  even  suggesting 
'shelving'  as  indicated.  This  sug- 
gestion alone  would  bring  about  a 
desire  to  revolt,  not  only  by  nyotorlsts 
who  '«>ncouraged  and  sought  In- 
creased taxation  of  a  direct  nature, 
but  on  the  part  of  citizens  generally. 
"To  tlic  present  moment  the  Good 
Roads  League  haAbeen  non-polttlcal 
and  non-partisan,  ikt  If.  after  alV  the 
best  interests  of  thr/ieague,  which  rep- 
resents the  people  as  a  whole  arid 
their  Interests  are  not  to  be  served 
by  Premier  Oliver  and  the  excellent 
men  aerving  with  him.  then  It  is  time 
for  a  new  Moses  to  lead  us  out  of  the 
wilderness."

City  Treasurer  Hmlth,  constantly 
In  touch  with  thf  ^ltuatU>^  and  who 
has  studied  every  phase  of  it,  be- 
lieves that  one  ubst-icle  In  the  way 
of  prompt  payment  of  taxes  Is  the 
f.ict  that^in  many  cnses  Interest  and 
penalty  rates  arc  allowed  to  nccum- 
ulstc  to  a  point  out  of  nil  propor- 
tion with  the  faxes  In  arrear*.  Eight 
per  cent  Is  the  rato  rhnrged  at  pres- 
ent and  while  Mr.  Smith  contends

would  not  act  as  a  deterrent  to  pay- 
ment, but  would  have  Just  the  op- 
posite effect.  More  frequent  tax 
sales  are  believed  by  Mr.  Smith  to  be 
and  Instead  of  giving  four  clear 
years,  as  is  the  case  with  the  present 
sale,  which  lnvolv«'8  property  in  ar- 
rears of  taxes  up  to  1916,  Mr.  Smith 
would  allow,  say,  two  years.  It

As  a  result  of  a  conference  held 
yesterday  morning  between  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  of  the  City  Council 
and  Mr.  A.  T.  Goward,  local  manager 
of  the  British  Columbia  Electric 
Uallway.

ABHORS  LEAGUE 


Declares  United  States  Should 
Have  Absolutely  Nothing  to 
Do  With  It— Clarifying  Res- 
ervations Useless 


OMAHA,  N*b..  Oct.  7.— On  the 
farthMt  westward  swing  of  hl8  cam- 
paigning. Senator  Harding  urged  to- 
day that  the  nation  stay  out  of  the 
VersaHtes  League  of  Nations  ulto- 
itether,  and  reject  the  obligations  of 
ihc  League  covenant. 

Declaring  clarifying  reservations 
never  would  meet  the  requirements 
of  national  security,  the  Republican 
nominee  put  before  the  voters  of  Iowa 
and  Nebraska  a  direct  issue  of  ac- 
cepting or  declining  membership  In 
the  League. 

"I  do  not  want  to  clarify  those  ob- 
ligations." he  said,  "I  want  to  turn 
my  back  on  them.  It  Is  not  Inter- 
pretation but  rejection  that  I  am 
seeking.  I  understand  the  position 
of  the  Democratic  nominee  and  he 
understands  mine.  In  simple  words 
It  Is  that  he  favors  going  into  the 
Paris  League  and  I  favor  staying 
out." 

The  Senator's  declaration  on  the 
League  was  made  at  a  forenoon 
gathering  of  several  thousand  in  the 
Coliseum  at  DesMoines,  and  later 
was  -repeated  in  varied  form  at  sev- 
eral smaller  Iowa  cities  and  at  a 
night  meeting  In  the  Omaha  audi- 
torium.

and  more  particularly  did  he  deal 
with  that  section  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment which  included  the  Sermow  on 
the  Mount. 

"The  Gospel  of  Matthew  is  the 
Gospel  of  the  Kingdom,"  asserted 
the  speaker.  "It  was  written  for  tho 
Jews,  not  for  the  Gentiles.  Conse- 
quently, when  Christ  sent  out  His 
twelve  disciples.  He  said.  'Go  not 
into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  Into 
any  city  of  the  Samaritans  enter  ye 
not;  but  go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep 
of  the  house  of  Israel,  and  as  ye  Ko. 
preach,  saying  'The  Kingdom  of 
Heaven    is   at    hand.' " 

The  King,  said  the  speaker,  was  on 
earth  at  that  time,  but  He  was  re- 
jected by  the  house  of  Israel,  and 
was  crucified.  So  the  Kingdom  waa 
set  aside  for  a  time. 

The  Kingdom  to  Come 
Dr.  White  continued  by  pointing 
out  how  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount 
laid  down  the  principles  of  tho 
laws  which  governed,  and  which  will 
govern,  the  kingdom  of  earth.  The 
Sermon  on  the  Mount  does  not  rep- 
resent the  principles  nor  the  laws 
of  the  church  of  today,  but  oC  the 
Kingdom   which   is  to  come. 

"In  the  Church  we  have  the  Gos- 
pel of  Grace;  there  is  no  grace  in  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount.  It  Is  pure 
law,"  stated  the  speaker.  So.  when 
anyone  »aid  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount  was' all  that  one  wished;  when 
one  said  that  this  was  all  one  wanted 
In  the  government  of  his  life,  such 
a  one  was  misled  In  his  vision  of 
things  as  they  are.  For  the  Ser- 
mon  on  the  Mount,  claimed  the 
preacher,  covild  not  be  applied  to  the 
affairs  of  the  world  today.  No  man 
could  live  according  to  the  Sermon 
on  the  Mount. 

Dr.  White  proceeded  to  quote  the 
laws  as  set  down  in  Matthew,  chap- 
ter S.  indicating  where  it  failed  to 
apply  to  mankind  »today.  For  In- 
stance: "Ye  have  heard  that  It  was 
said  by  them  of  old  time.  Thou  shalt 
not  kill;  and  whosoever  shall  kill 
shall  be  In  danger  of  the  Judgment. 
But  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever 
is  angry  with  his  brother  without 
cause  shall  be  in  danger  of  the 
Judgment." 

The  Meek  of  tlie  Karth 
.  This  could  not  apply,  said  the 
speaker.  Again  it  had  been  said: 
The  meek  shall  Inherit  the  earth. 
Yet  by  no  stretch  of  the  imagination 
could  the  Morgans,  Rothschilds,  etc., 
be  oailed  the  meek   of  the  earth. 

Also:  "Blessed  are  the  merciful, 
for  t^jey  shall  obtain  mercy."  And 
the  truth  was  that  the  merciful  man 
obtained  anything  but  mercy  at  the 
hands  of  the  world  today.  .  .  . 
And  so  on.  The  Sermon  on  the 
'Mount  did  not  apply  to  the  world 
as  It  Is.  but  the  day  was  coming 
when  the  Kingdom  would  be  set  up 
on  this  earth,  and  Satan  would  bo 
bound.  Then  the  laws  and  princi- 
ples of  the  Kingdom  would  be 
brought    into    application. 

"In  the  meantime  we  are  living  in 
the  Church  Age."  said  Dr.  White. 
While  there  existed  the  Ideal  and 
theory  of  Christian  Socialism,  the 
power  did  not  exist  to  set  this  up, 
and  Satan  was  not  yet  bound. 

References  were  mrfde  by  the. 
speaker  to  the  well-known  book  en- 
titled "In  His  Steps."  in  which  the 
hero  is  depicted  as  going  down  Into 
the  slums  to  minister  to  man.  and 
asking  those  who  hearkened  to  aim 
to  pledge  themselves  to  the  Christ 
life. 

"It  Is  a  beautiful  ideal,  but  it  is 
lmi>ossible  of  accomplishment," 
maintained  the  st>eaker.  Jt  was  like 
asking  a  man  to  lift  himself  tip  by 
his   bootstraps. 

Dr.  White  will  be  here  every 
Thursday  and  Friday  during  the 
month  of  October,  lecturing  to  stu- 
dents from  4-S  o'clock  every  Friday 
afternoon.

Had  Zack  Wheat  played  SpeakerVg 
double  safely,  Smith  would  have  been 
credited  with  a  world's  series  shut- 
out. 

Of  the  28  Indians  who  faced  th'o 
Robins'  star  left-hander,  only  five 
reached  first,  three  arriving  on  hits 
and  two  on  passes.  Speaker  scored 
on  an  error,  two  were  left  on  buses, 
and  O'Neill  was  once  the  victim,  of 
a  double  plAy.  and  Jumleson,  who  ran 
for  him  in  the  eighth,  met  a  similar 
fate.  Smith  hurled  109  balls  to  the 
visitors,  of  which  29  were  strikes,  41 
balls,  8  foul  strikes,  5  fouls,  5  field 
outs  and    18    ground   outH. 

Brooklyn,  while  never  free  from  the 
fear  of  a  Cleveland  railly,  batted  its 
way  to  victory  In  the  first  inning,  as 
It  eventually  proved,  by  falling  upon 
the  puny  offerings  of  Ray  CaldWell 
as  Booa  as  he  took  the  mound.  What 
Manager  Speaker  saw.  in  Caldwell's 
curves  when  the  latter  warmed  up 
will  always  be  a  mystery.  Certainly 
the  lanky  former  Yankee  had  nothing 
but  deliberation  after  he  entered  the 
box.  Of  this  he  had  plenty  and  to 
spare.

Nevettheless  for  two  seasons  Com- 
mander Ross'  thoroughbred  estab- 
lishment has  dominated  American 
racing.  Thanks  mainly  to  the  bril- 
liant consistency  of  Billy  Kelly,  a 
son  Of  Dick  Welles,  for  which  he 
paid  127,500  at  Saratoga  in  August, 
and  the  splendid  achievements  of 
the  distance  running  Broomstick 
stallioo.  Cudgel,  the  Canadian's  rac- 
ers led  all  American  rivals  in  1918 
with  a  total  of  $99,179  to  their 
credit.  Really  they  won  consider- 
ably more  than  $100,000.  In  reck- 
oning winnings  the  compilers  of 
racing  manuals  count  only  the  big 
end  of  purses.  They  do  not  seem 
to  think  that  second  and  third  money 
matters.  Nevertheless  second  and 
third  money  pays  feed  bills.  Other 
contrlbutorH  to  this  substantial  to- 
tal were  Milkmaid,  ^  Dramaturge. 
Damrosch.  War  Pennant,  etc.  Last 
year,  _wlth  bigger  purses  to  be  won 
everywhere,  the  Rosg  stable  earned 
a  total  of  1209,303,  according  to  the 
manuals.  Actually  they  accounted 
for  about  |2S5,000.  In  1919  Sir  Bar- 
ton, ^hich  in  1918  had  been  a  stabto 
parasite,  stepped  out  as  the  great 
winner.  His  totWl  of  earnings  was 
188,260.  Not  only  was  he  the  big- 
gest contributor  to  the  exchequer  of 
the  Ross  stables;  he  was  the  biggest 
money  winner  of  any  age  In  Ameri-  i 
can  racing.  Billy  Kelly  was  Com- 
mander Ross'  second  best  bet.  Then 
followed  Constancy  and  Milkmaid. 
The  aging  Cudgel,  always  up  against 
It  in  the  handicaps,  in  few  of  which 
he  could  get  under  less  than  130 
pounds,  earned  no  more  than  $17,- 
000.  Commander  Ross,  realizing 
that  he  had  practically  outlived  his 
usefulness  as  u  racing  machine,  re- 
tired Cudgel  to  the  stud  at  Ross 
Farms,  in  Howard  qpunty,  Mary- 
land, at  the  end  of  the  season. 

The  Canadian  turfman  had  horses 
tor  all  sorts  of  racing  last  season. 
Boniface,  Damrosch,  Milkmaid,  Fore- 
ground, as  well  as  Cudgel  and  Sir 
Barton,  bore  his  silks  brillianily  and 
successfully  in  races  over  distances 
of  ground,  while  Motor  Cap,  War 
Marvel  and  Billy  Kelly  upheld  the 
reputation  of  the  stables  in  sprints. 
Constancy,  an  imported  daughter,  of 
Ambassador,  bred  by  Arthur  B.  Han- 


tttl  win  go  over  a^quarter  of  a  mil- 
Hon,  and  considerably  beyond  that 
mark.  Nevertheless,  the  Ross  rac-

THE  HUNGRY  GULL 

From  The  Liondon  Times 


Sea-gulls,  like  starlings  and  wood- 
pigeons  and  sparrows,  are  birds 
whose  fortunes  are  in  the  ascendant. 
Half  a  century  ago  they  were  the  ob- 
jects of  some  ^of  the  earliest  lylsla- 
tlon  for  the  protection  of  wild  ^Irds: 
and  they  have  prospered  under  this 
human  patronage  at  the  expense  not 
only  of  other  birds  but  sometimes  of 
man.  In  their  buoyancy,  both  afloat 
and  in  the  air,. and  in  the  foam-like 
whiteness  of  their  plumace,  they  ap- 
pear the  very  type  of  ocean  wander- 
ers; yet  thejp  are  less  birds  of  the  sea 
than  of  Ahe  shore,  and  thrive  best  in 
association  with  humanity.  Com- 
pared with  all  birds  of  the  petrel 
tribe,  and  even  with  guillemots,  puf- 
fins, razorbills,  and  with  Rannets,  they 
are  a  kind  of  longshoreman  nr  tide- 
waiters,  or  even  of  scavengers  and 
parasites,  like  kites  or  vultures  on 
dry  land.  They  do  not  haunt  the  high 
seas;  even  on  the  brief  croaeing  to 
France,  Where  In  Autumn  and  Winter 
the  gannets  are  met  with  In  mid- 
Channel,  the  gulls  of  the  Bngllsh 
coast  ara  usually  left  behind  before 
we  are  hailed  by  those  of  Ii^rance. 
Gulls  feed  largely  on  ploughed  flelda 
inland — sometimes,  too,  on  the  ripe 
corn— where  a  gulticmut  would  be  as 
much. out  of  place  as  In  a  copse  of 
nightingales.  They  come  In  Winter 
U)  the  Thames  in  I.>ondon,  which  true 
sea-blrda  only  visit  under  compulsion 
of  storm.  And  of  all  the  hunting- 
grounds  where  they  Subsist  on  the 
Joles  and  refuse  of  humanity,  the 
most  congenial  to  them  are  Ashing 
harbors,  where  they  can  Rorge  on  flsh 
not  caught  by  themselves. 

The  great  majority  of  the  gulls  seen 
in  Winter  In  London  are  black-headed 
gulls,  the  smallest  species  nesting  in 
Britain,  and  the  most  Inland  In  their 
hablta.  These,  too,  are  often  seen 
feeding  about  harbors,  and  on  snnds 
and  mudflats,  as  well  as  in  hayflelds 
with  rooks  and  pigeons;  but  the  most 
familiar  and  abundant  longnhore 
scavenger  Is  the  herrlng-xdll — a  much 
larger  and  even  more  voracloun  bird. 
In  old-fashioned  flshing  havens, 
where  the  houses  crowd  close  on  both 
sides  of  a  narrow  creek.  herrlng-guUs 
become  almost  as  tame  as  redbreasts. 
They  make  the  grey  stone  roofe  their 
perches  and  feed  with  the  sparrows  In 
the  yards.  The  sparrows  have  clearly 
a  suspicion  that,  if  they  could,  they 
would  feed  not   merely  vwlth  but   on 


them;  nor  is  this  an  unjust  imputa- 
tion on  the  voracious  appetite  of  a 
gull.  The  greater  black-backed  gull 
— larKest  of  native  British  species — i« 
a  true  bird  of  prey  on  the  moors  and 
islands  where  he  breeds;  and  the  diet 
of  all  gulls  may  be  said  to  be  only 
limited  by  their  gullets.  But  when 
they  haunt  docks  and  Ashing  harbors 
they  render  a  substantial  service. 
4nhey  consume  much  garbage,  and  in 
simple  communities  are  often  the 
chief  sanitary,  staff.  Fish  and  Ashing 
refuse  of  all  kinds,  that  otherwise 
would  make  an  already  malodorous 
haven  almost  Insupportable,  are  re- 
moved by  them  with  more  than  the 
punctuality  of  a  dustman's  cart. 

As  soon  as  the  young  herrlnK-gnlls 
are  fledged  their  parents  leave  the 
cliffs  to  which  they  temporarily  re- 
tired for  nesting,  and  return  with 
their  offspring  to  the  town.  The 
young  are  conspicuous  by  their  plum- 
age of  mottled-brown,  which  makes 
them  appear  a  different  species  from 
thdlr  elders;  and  It  Is  often  amusing 
to  watch  their  Ingenuous  greed.  When 
the  housewife  rids  herself  of  her  daily 
tale  of  tealeaves  and  potato '  peelings 
by  the  simple  means  of  throwing 
them  into  the  creek,  the  fluffy  her- 
ring-gull accepts  them  ns  his  daily 
offering,  picks  a^ong  them  for  what 
will  sustain  him,  and  whines  if  they 
are  unduly  delayed.  He  does  not  fear 
to  flap  across  the  wall  in  the  yard 
and  beg  beneath  the  kitchen  window; 
his  peevish  cry  is  as  attsurdly  dispro- 
portionate to  his  plump  body  as  the 
piping  of  a  young  cuckoo,  which  in 
color  he  Is  not  unlike.  His  cadging  is 
ns  Kucoeraful  as  the  cuckoo's;  a  thing 
so  large,  so  childish,  and  so  hungry 
makes  nn  Irresistible  appeal. 

Uults  can  fish.  If  the  fish  keep  near 
the  eurCace.  but  they  are  hardly  fish- 
ers by  Instinct.  They  are  really  a 
specialised  branrh  of  the  family  of 
plovers  and  wadlng-hlrds,  and  do  not 
dive  in  pursuit  of  food.  They  are  the 
readier  to  let  other  birds  dive  for 
them;  and  In  all  of  them  there  is  a 
strong  trace  of  Jhe  robber,  which  In 
the  case  of  the  alcua  gulls  has  been 
developed  into  a  systematic  habit. 
Herring-gulls  will  drive  from  a  float- 
ing flsh  even  a  bulky  gannet.  whose 
bill  is  like  a  spear;  and  while  St. 
.lames'  Park  still  held  a  lake,  the 
black-headed  gulls  were  one  day 
watched  from  the  bridge  reliev*big  the 
tufted  ducks  one  by  one  of  sprats 
which  they  were  bringing  up  from 
the  bottom.  The  weakness  of  the 
herring-gull  as  a  flsher  was  amusingly 
shown,  another  day.  on  the  cliffs  near 
Boscastle.  Ousts  ent.ingled  In  the 
rocks  were  eddying  across  the  smooth 


surface  of  the  cove  in  little  whirls; 
and  a  herrlng-guH  once  swooped  from 
the  cliffs  and  hovered  above  the  patch 
of  roughened  water,  clearly  mistaking 
it  for  the  scurry  produced  by  a  shoal 
of  fry.  Here  was  no  infallible  in- 
stinct— Nature's  consolation  prize  to 
the  lower  creation — only  a  human 
capacity  to  err. 

HINTS  AT  CHANGES 
IN  TAXATION  METHODS 

OTTAWA,  Oct.  7.  —  The  Citizen 
says: 

"There  is  a  strong  probability  that 
iha  o^ininy  session  of  Parliament 
will  see  considerable  variation  in  the 
taxation  measures,  of  the  Government. 

"The  business  profits  tax  is  likeV 
to  go,  and  possibly  the  luxury  tax 
may  be  replaced  by  the  sales  tax. 
It  will  be  recalled  that  the  business 
tax  was  renewed  this  year  despite 
very  strenuous  objections  from  busi- 
ness interests,  which  reported  It  to 
be  nn  impediment  to  commercial 
and  industrial  expansion.  The  Min- 
ister of  Finance  took  the  stand  that 
money  had  to  be  raised,  and  this 
was  a  tried  and  proved  source  of 
revenue.  The  additional  taxes  levta 
and  the  revenues  accruing  from  them 
suggest  the  dropping  of  the  tax  on 
business  In  the  next  budget.  There 
Is  also  talk,  but  less  of  It,  of  modify- 
ing   the   luxury   tait"

SEEKS  BETTER  MEANS      " 
OF  FIRE  PROTECTION 

VANCOUVER,  Oct.  7.— Taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  presence  in  the  city 
of  the  large  number  of  delegates  to 
the  Logging  Congress,  Hon.  T.  D. 
Pattullo,  Minister  of  Lands  In  the 
Provincial  Government,  has  called  a 
Special  conference  to  consider  the 
question  of  the  Are  protection  of  the 
forests  of  British  Columbia. 

"The  minister  feels  that  the  time 
has  come  for  inaugurating  a  still 
more  vigoroas  attack  on  the  forest 
Are  menace,  than  has  yet  been  nt- 
tempted.

classes  there.  She  gave  several  re- 
citals during  her  sojourn  in  the 
Manitoba  capital,  especially  during 
the  war  lending  her  energies  to  or- 
ganizing concerts  for  different  patri- 
otic objects,  the  last  of  which  was 
quite  unique.  This  was  given  on  De- 
cember »,  1918,  at  the  Fort  Gary 
Hotel,  when  all  the  compositions  pre- 
sented were  the  work  of  Winnipeg 
composers. 

Before  coming  to  the  West  Miss 
Hemming  had  done  good  work  In 
Montreal,  making  her  first  appear- 
ance In  conjunction  with  the  Bee- 
thoven Trio.  Twice  she  sang  before 
the   Duchess   of   Connaught. 

It  was  at  the  Invitation  of  the  Mt. 
Allison  College,  New  Brunswick,  that 
Miss  Hemming  came  to  Canada  first, 
^ind  there  she  was  chiefly  instru- 
mental In'^getting  out  the.  Mount 
Allison  Song  Book,  so  well-known  to 
most    Canadian    college   students. 

Miss  Hemming  did  her  student 
work  at  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music,  London,  studylitfc  with  Signor 
Bttore  Flori,  Sir  Henry  J.  Wood,  and 
Sir  Ge<^rge  Henschel.  Before  she 
left  the  Old  Land  to  make  her  home 
In  Canada  she  sang  professionally, 
giving  recitals  at  Queen's  Hall, 
Steinway   Hall,   *c. 

Apart  from  her  musical  work  ahe 
has  shown  herself  active  in  other 
ways,  and  it  will  be  of  interest  to 
Navy  League  people  here  to  know 
that  it  was  really  through  her  that 
the  Women's  Division  of  the  Winni- 
peg branch  of  the  Navy  League  came 
to  be  formed.

He    was    dramatic    critic 
for  several  New  York  papers  for  ten 
years  before  he  decided  to  become  a 
■manager;^  His    arUstle    auooess    was 
teoon   gained    and   at     the     old     Fifth 
'Avenue  Theatre  such  stars  as  Fanny 
Davenport.    Clara    Morris     and     Kate 
Claxton    were   among   those   who   ap- 
peared under  hla  management.  Edith 
Klngdon,  who  later  became  the  wife 
of    George    Gould,    was   a    Daly    pro- 
tege,  and   WlllU  Collier  worked   for 
him    first   as   a   callboy   and    later   as 
an  actor.     May  Irwin  left  Tony  Pas- 
tor for  Daly,  and  Mrs.  C.  H.  Gilbert, 
a   stage    grandmother    for   ao      many 
years,  was  in  the  Daly  forces.  Lilian 
Kuasell  wanted  to  work  for  him,  but 
through    an    accident    did    not      Joln.- 
Rose    Coghlan.    George   Clark,   James 
Lewis,    Frederick   Bond   and   Virginia 
Dreher,    all    famous    in    their    day.    if 
forgotten   now,   were     developed     by 
Augustine   Daly. 

Hlsliest  American  Standard 

Daly  loved  his  art,  but  he  never 
tried  to  force  a  play  on  the  public 
Just  because  he  himself  thought  it 
was  good.  Time  and  time  again  he 
removed  a  play  after  a  week,  upon 
which  thousands  of  dollars  had  been 
spent,  if  the  public  showed  a  lack  of 
Interest.  In  these  circumstances  he 
would  revive  some  old  'favorite,  and 
with  his  fine  company  he  never  had 
a  long  run  of  bad  luck.  Shakespeare 
was  never  so  adequately  presented 
by  an  American  company  as  at 
Daly's,  and  he  even  took  his  troupe 
to  England  and  played  Shakespeare 
there  with  success.  He  made  for- 
tunes and  lost  them,  but  never 
complained.  Profits  were  a  second- 
ary consideration  with  him.  and  hia 
heart  and  hla  purae  were  alwaya 
open  to  an  actor  in  diatreaa.  He  died 
In    Paria    In    18»»,    In    hia    slxty-fl»Bt 


year,  leaving  a  reputation  that  no 
American  manager  before  or  ainoo

•  Daly's  Theatre,  for  many  yeors 
tlm  most  famous  In  the  United 
Slates,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  wreck- 
ers, and  a  wrl  er  In  the  New  Yqrk 
Tribune  remarks  that  the  laborers 
who  ure  pulling  It  down  are  paid 
more  money  than  Daly's  stars  re- 
ceived, proof  of  this  Is  to  be  found 
In  some  of  the  correspondence  pub- 
lished in  Augustine  Daly's  bio- 
graphy. Here  is  a  curious  letter 
written   In   1879: 

"My  dear  Mr.  Daly, — ^In  accord- 
ance with  your  desire  that  I  should 
state  my  terms,  may  I  hope  that 
forty  dollars  a  week  will  not  seem 
an  inlqultoua  demand?  X  have,  I 
feel,  improved  in  one  point  at  least 
since  our  former  conMction,  and 
that  Is  In  fny  manner  of  speaking, 
which,  as  you  are  aware,  frequently 
rendered  what  I  had  lo  say  in  a  de- 
gree unintelligible  by  reasoil  of  bad 
enunciation  and  rapidity.  This,  I 
think,  I  have  reformed  altogether 
by  almost  an  entire  season  in  a 
^eml-aerloua  part,  that  which  de- 
manded slowness  and  distinct  ut- 
terance. Hoping  to  hear  from  you 
when  you  have  given  the  above  your 
consideration,  I  remain,  yours  very 
sincerely,  John  Drew."

'  But  Mr.  Drew  did  not  recelv* 
ex'en  the  modest  $4(».  He  accepted 
93S,  and  probably  considered  that  he 
was  in  rather  easy  circumstances. 
Three  days  before  Daly  received  this 
letter  he  had  received  another  from 
a  young  woman  doattned  to  becomo 
famous.     It  reads:

FUwt.  I  would  aay  to  the  Ven.  Arch- 
daacon  Lloyd:  "read,  mark,  learn  and 
Inwardly  diarest"  the  Jntter  In  Tupb- 
dnjcfa  iasue,  from  Mrs.  Alice  M. 
Ohrlatle.  and  then  co  home  to  Sask- 
•itobawan  and  preach  In  his  ovn  dio* 
ot#t  the  principle  there  laid  down. 
whtn  I  feel  ha  wUl  tie  of  nme  use  in 
hia  ohurch. 

Ifow  for  personal  experience  on  the 
alebol  queetion:  I  waa  a  practislnc 
physician  in  the  borourh  of«Bootle — 
north  of  Liverpool — Blnce  1872.  The 
iwpxilation  ia  somewhere  about  75,000, 
largely  compoHed  of  »eaf«rin»  people, 
and  employees  about  the  docks.  I 
bSY*  seen  In  that  time  th«  gradual 
ohdbfe  from  execpsslve  drunkenness 
to"!,  sober,  clean-living  and  industrl- 
oua  people.  I  would  venture  to  say 
tbat  today,  with  the  population  largely 
in  sscess  of  Victoria,  that  there  are 
not  any  more  convictions  for  drunk- 
•aness  there  than  in  this  elty,  and 
wUliout  Prohibition. — I^-hare 
the  gradual  wiping  out  of  public 
housas  without  any  Infrlngment  of 
th«  rights  of  the  pubUcan,  but  under 
a  Just  and  equitable  compensation, 
tha  compensation  being  paid  by  the 
trade,  not  by  the  public  I  knoyr  of 
on*  house,  the  weekly  takings  in 
which  amounted  to  £12,  that  died  of 
Inanition  for  want  of  trade. 

This  change  wka  not  due  to  restrlc- 
tlva  legislation;  neither  was  It  due 
to  temperance  organizatlona.  None  of 
thasa  latter  ever  touched  the  fringe 
of  the  neighborhood  of  what  might 
ba  called  the  storm  centres  of  drunk- 
annaas.  The  change  waa  altogether 
dua  to  the  amelioration  of  the  con- 
ditions of  the  people;  flrst,  the  alec- 
trte  street  cars  with  cheap  fares,  an- 
abllng  the  people  to  live  farther  from 
thair  work,  and  tha  consequent  opan- 
tnc  out  of  overcrowded  districts; 
aaoond,  good  and  cheap  housing  ac- 
oommodatlon,  and  last,  but  not  least, 
rational  amtisemaots,  music  halls, 
plotufe  shows,  etc.  Another  factor. 
I  think  also  should  be  considered, 
nanaly,  the  tendency  for  affairs 
human  to  run  In  cycles,  and  for  some 
ya^ra  the  wheel  of  fate  has  been 
turning  to  moderation  In  alcohol. 

The  arguments  of  some  of  the 
writers  on  the  subject  are  so  evi- 
daatly  tha  impulalva  thoughts  of  un- 
roMonlng  people  that  they  can  there- 
fora  be  passed  over  ^thout  com- 
ment. In  a  4iOsmopolltan  city,  as  all 
large  seaports  are,  I  was  brought  In 
contact  with  pretty  well  all  nation- 
alltlas  and  religions,  we  get  back  to 
tha  primitive  man  with  his  human 
nature,  altered  by  environment  and 
education,  but  ncFver  free  from  moral 
weakness,  diflerent  In  individuals. 
aoo£rdlng  to  Ithalr  psychology,  but 
avary  human  being  has  a  besetting 
■Hi  or  desire.  Now  tha  explosive 
anargles  expended  on  the  alcohol 
quastlon  by  some  of  the  clergy  might 
lead  tha  unthinking  public  to  the 
oonclustoe  that  drink  was  the  be- 
setting gin  of  thalr  congregations.  I 
know  from  expartenea  this  la  not  so, 
but  nevertheless.  I  say  that  the  un- 
thinking public  might  form  this  Idea. 
1  thmk  that  the  clergy  would  be 
doing  I'eal  good  by  example  and  by 
praeapt,  and  by  preaching  the  doct- 
rlnas  set  forth  hi  Mrs.  Christie's 
letter,  certainly  mora  good  than  in 
casting  reflections  on  avery  person 
who  doaa  not  saa.  eya  to  eye  with 
tbam,  and  raialng  angry  feelings  of 
raaantmant  in  a  large  mass  of  tho 
paople  who  ara  aagarly  desirous  of 
tha  general  good. 

Some  writers  have  baen  very  em- 
phatic about  the  selfishness  of  the 
moderate  drinkers  because  they  will 
not  give  up  their  stimulant.  The 
tona  of  thaaa  writers  Is  docldely  of 
tba  strictest  of  tha  Pharisees,  and  I 
would  ask  tham  which  of  their  be- 
soUlng  sins  they  are  prepared  to  give 
up  for  |he  general  Kood  of  mankind? 


I  fear  that  the  large  majority  of  these 
people  wish,  la,  tha  words  of  liudl- 
braa: 

"To  condemn  for  sins  they  ara  in- 
clined  to,  1 
By  damning^  those  they   have   no 
mind  to." 

Dr.  Hall  has  been  very  dogmatic 
about  the  narcotic  effect  of  alcohol, 
and  statas  that  U  is  generally  r*> 
eelved  by  the  public  as  a  aareotio. 
and  ha  bases  his  reason  for  this  ba> 
cause  people  talk  of  takliy  their 
night-cap.  I  am  eure  our  ancestors 
never  looked  on  tlwJr  night-caps  as 
narotics.  I'Eay  wore  them  for  tha 
same  reason  as  the  miller  wears  a 
white  cap.  for  comfort,  and  I  can  say 
from  experlenea  that  after  a  worry- 
ing, anxious  and  fatiguing  day,  a 
night-cap  of  whisky  and  soda  has  re- 
lieved the  nervous  strain  in  a  way 
that  no  coffee  or  tea  would  have 
done,  and  allowed  me  to  get  sleep, 
which  I  would  otherwise  not  have 
got.  This  Is  different  to  Its  narcotic 
action,  which  requires  a  much  larger 
quantity.  I  remember  one  man  who 
told  me  that  ha  had  Uken  eleven 
glaaaas  of  Scotch  whisky-  that  mom-- 
int.  and  he  waa  attending  to  hi*  bual- 
nesa.  I  remambar  another  man  I 
was  attending.  I  asked  him  how 
much  whisky  he  drank  in  a  day.  Ha 
told  me  that  one  time  he  tried  to 
keep  count,  and  he  carried  a  piece  of 
wood  in  his  pocket,  and  for  every 
glass  of  whisky  he  cut  a  notch  in 
the  wood,  but  whan  he'  got  to  the 
nineteenth  h#  got  frightened,  and 
threw  the  wood  away.  Had  he  taken 
those  nineteen  whiskies  quickly,  no 
doubt  they  would  have  produced  the 
narcotic  effect.  It  is  nothing  but 
blind  prejudice  that  can  question  the 
stimulating   action    of   alcohol. 

J  have  been  a  magistrate  for  the 
oounty  borough  of  Bootle  since  1888. 
Tha  population,  according  to  the 
census  of  1911,  was  69,876.  I  taka 
the  following  from  the  report  of  tha 
Chief  Constable  to  the  Licensing 
Committee:  Total  proceedings-'  for 
drunkenness  through  tha  year  end- 
ing February.  1920,  84,  and  this  total 
comprises  79  apprehensions  and  flva 
proceedings  by  summonses;  62  were 
described  as  residing  in  the  borough 
and  22  bs  rVstdlng  alsewhere;  for 
191t.  SIS;  1914.  4*6:  1916.  287;  1916, 
147;  1917,  86:   1918,  42,  and  1919,  84. 

I  have  not  any  reports  previous  to 
1913,  but  to  my  personal  knowledge 
the  numbar  of  oases  brought  Into 
court  was  daoreasing  for  isome  years 
previous  to  1918.  Before  that  time 
It  would  be  no  unusual  thing  to  have 
ten  on  a  Monday  morning  alone. 
This  change  has  been  taking  plaoe 
without  any  Prohibition  or  other  In- 
terferences with  the  liberties  of  the 
subject,  and  also  In  spite  of  enor- 
mously Increased  wages.  Men  whose 
wages  used  to^  be  £2  10s.  a  week  are 
now    drawing    £10    and    upwards. 

I  will  leave  the  Chief  Constable's 
report  at  srour  office,  Mr.  Editor,  as 
some  of  your  readers  might  like  to 
verify  my  statements.  I  sae  by  Mr. 
Hastings'  letter  In  this  morning's 
Issue,  that  the  number  of  oonVictlons 
In  Victoria  for  1919  was  180.

Sohllcrs'  Civil  Re-EatabUshment 

Hlr, — As  two  of  your  correspondents 
show  great  anxiety  over  tha  fact  that 
they  were  not  informed  re  the  Liberal 
policy  on  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-Sstablish- 
ment,  and,  as  in  welj  known,  the  Hon. 
W.  L.  McKenzle  King  did  not  have 
time  during  his  addres"  here  to  go 
Into  this  subject  fully,  may  I  have 
the  privilege  of  having  the  resolution 
passed  by  th«>  Uberal  convention,  hold 
at  Ottawa  last  Fall,  and  which  is 
still  the  Liberal  policy,  reprinted:

Taxation  Itosnlta— No.  9 
Sir, — Referring  further  to  your 
editorial  of  the  <th  inst.,  "Taxation 
Results,"  and  to  my  letter  to  you  yes- 
terday upon  the  subject,  it  Is  inter- 
esting to  note  the  chief  reasons  for' 
the  taxation   conditions  referred   to. 

The  principal  reasons,  in  my  opin- 
ion, are  two— Sooke  Lake  and  Local 
Improvements;  the  latter  being  much 
the  major  reason  of  the  two.  I  am 
simply  expressing  my  opinion,  and 
intend  saying  llttlo  in  tha  natura  of 
argument. 

Sooke  Lake,  as  compared  to  tha 
difference  that  would  exist  If  tha  city 
owned  Goldstream  instead,  is.  in  my 
opinion  daily  costing  the  cltlsens  a 
large  sum  of  money.  However,  even 
so.  it  Is  perhaps  worth  the  daily  addi- 
tional expense,  for  at  soma  future 
date  Sooke  will  become  aaaentlal  to 
Greater  Victoria,  and  tha  feara  of  tha 
opponents  of  Goldstream  were  prob- 
ably well  founded  when  they  ex- 
pressed the  conviction  that  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislature  could  not  be 
trusted  to  reserve  Sooke  Lake  for  tha 
public  of  the  future.  The  cost  of 
money,  tho  war.  and  other  unforsaen 
events  rendered  tha  development  of 
Sooka  costly,  but  it  is  a  valuable  prot 
party,  worth  paying  for.  and  some  day 
will  become  a  great  asaat  to  this  com- 
munity. 

Local  Improvements  are  In  a  diffar- 
ent  category.  The  .  system  Is  bad. 
They  were  undertaken  in  a.  mad  way. 
regardlaas  of  consaqueneea.  not  pro« 
parly  financed,  ate.  aggravated  by  tha 
war  and  unanticipated  events,  and. 
today,  tha  consequences  ara  being 
raapad. 

It  Is  unneceaaary  to  go  into  Oguraa 
The  foregoing  are  the  outstanding 
causes  of  our  finaaclal  trooblas, 
though  thcra  ara,  of  aaaraa,  ailaor 
raaaons  also. 

My  foregoing  raidarks  nisy  sound 
like  refleetions  upon  femior  Olty 
Councils,,  Thay  ara  not,  or  only  ao  to 
an  insignificant  cxtsnt.  Personally.  I 
was  not  a  member  of  tba  Couneils  of 
that  time.  and.  consequently,  front  a 
personal  standpoint,  have  no  objaat 
In  defending  than.  I  am  of  tha 
opinion  that  tho  Connolls  of  thooa 
dairs  were  repraaantativa  of  the  avar- 
aga  of  tha  pnblle  that  alactad  tham, 
and  ware  carrying  oat  tha  wtshaa  of 
a  majority  of  tha  publla.  If  a  ma- 
jority of  the  pubUo  now  attoaapt  to 
blame  tha  Couaolla  of  tkeaa  days  for 
the  taxation  condKions  that  now  axlat, 
it's  poor  sportsaiaaoblp  tndaed!

"On  examination  of  the  carcases, 
perfectly  preserved  In  the  Ice  and 
frozen  ground,  it  has  been  discovered 
and  clearly  proven  that  the  food  ^  of 
the  mastodon  was  about  the  same 
kind  of  vegetation  that  grows  in  the 
country  today,"  said  Mr.  French. 
"Usually  the  mastodons  have  been 
found  frozen  In  caves,  and  this  leads 
to  the  supposition  talit  they  fled  be- 
fore -tt^  flood  and  sought'  refuge  frono-- 
the  water  that  subsequently  drowned 
them,  burled  them  and  then  encased 
them  in  the  ice  tah  hag  acted  as  a 
oold  storage  plant  tor  centuries." 


French  told  thera  of 
EiSklmo  customs,  and  took  keen  In- 
terest in  the  photographs  flashed  on 
t^e  screen  by  a  stereoptioon  operat- 
ed by  Rotarlan  Albert  Maynard.  The 
pictures  depicted  Arctic  scenery,  the 
inhabitants  and  settlements.  Rotar- 
lans seemed  particularly  Interested 
In  what  the  speaker  told  them  about 
the  dietary  customs  ot  the  Eskimo. 

One  of  the  most  popular  dishes,  he 
■aid,  was  composed  of  grease,  ber- 
ries and  welt-chewed  walrus  bludder, 
beaten  to  a  pulp  and  allowed  to 
freeze.

This  was  another  food  he  had  never 
tried.  Then  he  described  the  way 
the  Eskimo  lets  the  walrus  do  his 
clam-baklng.  Walruses,  he  pointed 
out,  have  three  seta  of  stomachs.  In 
*helr  search  for  clams  the  stones 
•  nd  shells  go  into  one  pocket  and 
the  clams  Into  another.  Wliilo  the 
walrus  sleeps  on  the  Ice-flow  along 
'somes  Mr.  Eskimo,  kills  and  rips 
»pen  the  animal,  extracting  te  half- 
digested  shell  fish.  "The  natives  sny 
vhe  clams  are  perfectly  cooked,  and 
It  saves  a  lot  of  trouble,"  said  Mr. 
French.

MPORTANT  RULING 
'    AFFECTING  IMPORTS 


Eastern  Journal  States  Order 
^   Nov^  Permits  Current   Ex- 
>■  chiinge  Rate  to  Govern  Valu- 
ations for  Duty  Purposes 


Important  changes  In  duty  payable 
•n  Buropcnn  'Imports  reported  In  a 
recent  Issue  of  The  Canadian  Grocer, 
))ave  highly'  elated  local  importers, 
who  will  benefit  probably  to  the  tune 
of  about  62  2-3  per  cent  on  articles 
Impotted  from  France  and  Italy,  and 
about  20  per  cent  on  ttfose  Imported 
from  the  United  Kingdom.  The  ar- 
ticle referred  to  Is  as  follows: 
'  "On  July  22  last  an  order  Was 
leaued  by  the  Department  of  Inland 
Revenue  providing  that  In  calculating 
the  duty  chargeable  on  Imports  from 
European  countries  the  deprecUtlon 
In  value  of  European  currencies 
should  be  recognized,  and  that  the 
duty  should  be  levied  only  on  the 
actual  value  of  the  goods  at  the  cur- 
rent rate  of  exchange  and  not  at  the 
par  value. 


"The  result  of  this  order  as  far  as 
thi  grocery  trade  is  concerned  Is  that 
the  duty  on  products  from  France  and 
Italy  will  be  reduced  roughly  speak- 
ing by  about  two-thirds,  and  those 
from  the  United  Kingdom  by  about 
one-fifth. 

"Why  the  order  should  be  dated 
July  22  and  now  only  made  public  is 
not  clear.  It  is  explained  that  the 
order  was  occasioned  by  the  reduced 
values  of  paper  money  as  compared 
with  gold. 

"Apparently  those  mer«^hants  who 
have  paid  duty  on  higher  values  since 
July  22  will  have  a  good  claim  for  a 
refund  for  the  amount  overpaid."       • 

When  interviewed  last  night,  Mr. 
J.  C.  Newbury,  collector  of  customs 
for  the  Port  of  Victoria,  pointed.- out 
that  the  value  of  the  pound  sterling 
was  fixed  by  Act  of  Parliament  years 
ago  as  14.86%,  and  collecttons  during 
the  entire  war  period  as  a  matter  of 
course  had  been  based  on  this  fixed 
valuation.  He  said  that  although  he 
had  heard  of  the  order  referred  to  In 
The  Canadian  Groce^,  his  knowledge 
of  it  was  unofficial. 

Continuing,  Mr.  Newbury  said  that 
he  had  wired  Ottawa  some  time  ago 
In  respect  to  the  valuation  to  be 
placed  on  Imports  from  France  and 
the  answer  received  authorized  him 
to  accept  the  current  rate  of  oxchangt> 
in  deciding  the  value  upon  which  duty 
must  be. paid.  This,  however,  the  de- 
partment stated  should  only  be  done 
in  cases  where  the  invoice  is  acoem- 
panled  by  a  certificate  from  a  French 


banker  or  a  British  consul  certifying 
that  the  value  of  the  goods  invoiced 
was  given  In  depreciated  currency.  As 
to  whether  the  present  sterling  ex- 
change rate  brings  Drltish  money  into 
the  category  of  depreciated  currency 
is  a  question  which  the  department 
up  to  the  present  has  not  decided.

EXPLOSION  ON  TANKER 
FATAL  TO  TEN  MEN 

NEW  YORK.  Oct.  7.— Five  men 
were  killed,  five  others  are  missing 
and  believed  lo  be  dead,  and  more 
than  a  score  injured  today  in  an  ex- 
plosion which  wrecked  a  forward 
compartment  of  the  British  tanker 
tl.

PROPAGANDA  OF 

BOLSHEVISM 

From  The  London  Times 


A  GOTernment  statement  issued  last 
nlcht  explains  why  the  Government 
have  been  compelled  to  break  off 
ncicotlations  with  the  Bolshevist  dele- 
jsatlon,  and  especially  with  Mr. 
Xameneff,  its  political  member,  who 
is  Jiow  reported  to  be  on  his  wdy  to 
Stoclcholm.  Before,  he  left  this 
country  Mr.  Kameneff  wrote  a  letter 
t*  various  members  of  Parliament,  in 
-#hlch  he  denied  explicitly  a  number 
of  accusations  by  the  Prime  Minister, 
Ui*  chief  of  which  were  that  he 
-  had  a  hand  in  th«- ^sale^  hare  of  itua«- 
■lan  Crown  Jewels,  and  that  part  of 
th«  proceeds  had  been  used  for  BoN 
shevlst  propaganda,  in  violation  of  a 
plain  understandlnir  viven  by  the  Bol- 
shevists. To  this  letter  the  Oovern- 
in«nt  nfw  reply  with  the  lie  direct  to 
Mr.  Kameneff.  They  declare  that 
they  have  lu'oof  that  Mr.  Kameneff 
^a«  concerned  In  the  sale  of  Russian 
Jewels  here,  that  he  reported  the  sale 
tQ   his   Government,    and    that   he   in 


been  paid  over  to  The  Daily  Herald 
W«  have  no  doubt  that  the  Govern- 
BJMnt  %x%  accurate,  for  their  version 
of  the  affair  is  supported  by  the  fact 
that  they  knew  so  much  about  the 
Jewels,  and  where  the  money  had 
xone,  that  they  were  able  to  trace 
part  of  it  to  the  possession  of  Mr. 
Bdvar  Lansbury,  son  of  the  editor  of 
Tha  Daily  Herald.  The  credibility  of 
Mr.  Kameneff  and  his  part  In  the 
affair,  however,  do  not  seem  to  us  to 
matter  very  much,  for  any  intelligent 
man  mifht  have  expected  him  to 
have  behaved  exactly  as  he  has  done. 
Aa  lone  ago  as  the  end  of  May  the 
Rev.  Frank  North,  who  had  then 
jv«t  returned  from  Russia,  warned 
the  country,  through  ou^  ^.columns, 
that  the  Bolshevists  "cannot  keep  a 
promijn.  They  do  not  know  the 
meaning  of  truth;  they  pretend  to 
trade,  but  instead  the^  carry  on  prop- 
aganda." Thie  ia  exactly  what  Mr. 
Kameneff,  truf  to  hts  tyne  and  t^  his 
oreed,  has  dope. ' 

Far  more  important.  In  our  view, 
is  the  flight  in  which  last  night's 
atatement  by  the  Government  lea«M 
Th*  Daily  Herald.  The  Government 
more  than  imply  that  the  editor,  Mr. 
George  Lansbury.  could  not  bat  have 
kaoiHi,  when  he  denied  with  an  oath, 
that  the  paper  had  received  a  Bolshe- 
vist subsidy,  that  his  son  was  in  pos- 
•Mslon  of  some  of  this  Bolshevist 
money.  They  ^  point  out  that  the 
father'*  admlMipn  through  The  Dally 
Herald,  that  the  paper  had  been 
offered  tTS.OOO  by  the  Bolshevists, 
followed-  Immediately  upon  a  police 
visit  to  the  son.  who  was  asked  to  ex- 
plain how  the  netes,  received  as  part 
ofithe  purchase  price  for  the  Russtsn 
Jewels,  came  to  be  in  his  keeping.  It 
Is  possible,  of  coutue,  that  Mr.  Oeorge 
^jansbur^,  knew  nothing  about  what 
hiii  son  was  doing,  until  the  police 
Tlalt  made  it  Imperative  that  he 
aheuld  be  told:  and  we  think  that  he 
■hottld  have  the  benefit  of  that  doubt. 
Bot  the  ntmcNit  willingness  to  be 
oharltable  on  a  point  which  involves 
fltoly  the  personal  honor  of  Mr.  Oeorge 
liansbary,  cannot  carry  with  it  de- 
llt>erate  bUndnees  to  the  open  indig- 
nity which  he  has  brought  upon  hlm- 
•elf  as  editor  of  The  Daily  Herald. 
When  he  consulted  his  readers  about 
aoeeptance  of  the  Bolshevist  bribe,  he 
trrlflently  hoped  that  it  would  be  ac- 
ofpted.  for  he  said  that  "to  accept  it 
will  be  to  complete  a  notable  episode 
Jit  International  Socialism."  His 
fellow-dlreotorp  have  now  refused  the 
i^ioney,  he  has  concurred  in  the  re- 
rtieal,  and  Mr.  Francis  Meynell,  the 
director  who  "collected"  the  cash. 
Uaa  resigned.  We  shall  say  nothing 
nkeut  the  humiliation  of  such  a  capit- 
ttlat^n.  That  is  for  Mr.  George 
Siiansbiiry'a '  own  sense  of  personal 
dtgalty.  But  his  humiliation  involves 
the  open  humiliation  of  the  paper 
Which  he  edits.  The  Dally  Herald 
dUlms  to  speak  for  British  Labor. 
lla  editor  was  prefMtred  to  lell  that 
claim — which,  to  be  sure.  Its  policy 
had  long  forfeited — to  the  Bolshevists. 
who  were  bragging  openly  that  It  waa 
to  alt  intents  and  purptMMa  their 
organ.  We  should  be  surprised  to 
learn  that  labor  In  this  country  would 
ba  willing  to  condone  so  Hagrant  a 
Imach  of  the  honored  rule  of  com- 
pjpte  Joumallstio  independence  of 
fifeign  Influence,  far  more  of  foreign 
gUd.  The  declelon  of  the  directors 
off  The  Dally  Herald  to  refuse  the 
Btttehevlst      subsidy      vindicates     this

principle,  though  so  taridly  that  It 
forfeits  its  claim  to  any  conaplcuous 
virtue.  But  that  may  not  be  the 
fault  of  the  directors,  who  could 
hardly  have  known  more  about  the 
6ffer  to  purchase  nhe  opinions  that 
were  their  trust  than  the  editor  rep- 
resents himself  to  have  known.  We 
have  no  desire  to  interfere  with  their 
business,  except  in  so  far  as  the  con- 
duct of  their  paper  lays  a  slur  upon 
the  honor  of  British  Journalism, 
which  is  certainly  the  result  of  this 
sordid  episode.  But  is  it  not  possible 
that  tha  financial  stralta  of  The  Daily 
Herald  are  due  to  nothing  more 
abstrust  than  tha  Insight  of  those 
who  might  be  expected  to  support  it? 
British  Ubor  is  not  Bolshevist,  sind 
will  not  buy  a  newpaper  which 
preaches  Bolshevism. 


LOST  GOLD  MINES 


Now  that  German  EUst  Africa  is 
purged  of  the  horror  of  German  col- 
onization, there  is  talk  of  a  syste- 
matic search  for  the  real  King  Solo- 
mon's Mines. 

The  Portuguese  believed  that  Ophir,

Y  gold  for  the  temple  at  Jerusalem,  was 
situated  in  this  country,  and  It  Is  a 
fact  that  some  jrears  ago  Dr.  Carl 
Peters  formed  a  company  to  finance 
such   a  search. 

Ophir  has  been  lost  to  the  world 
for  thousands  of  years,  but  Its  mines 
were  rich  beyond  dreama.  In  the 
Bible  we  are  told  that  there  .were 
b-'ought  to  Solomon  from  Ophir.  first 
420  and  then  450  talents  of  gold. 
Seeing  that  a  talent  was  worth  £6,000. 
here  was  a  trifle  of  £5,220.000! 

North  America  is  full  of  lost  mines. 
One  of  the  most  famous  is  (he  Tkiopa, 
in  the  Mexican  province  of  Bonora. 
Perhaps  It  Is  wrong  to  call  It  a  lo3t 
mine,  for  some  of  the  Pima  Indians 
know  its  whereabouts,  and  at  times 
these  bring  in  lumps  of  enormously 
rich  ore. 

But  only  one  white  peraan  ha«  ev^ 
seen  it  She  is  a  Mexican  woman, 
WHO  waa  kind  to  the  Indiana,  and 
who  cuted  a  ohlef  »f  blood-poisoning. 
As  a  reward  they  showed  her  the 
mine,  taking  her  t>«re  by  a  eircnitous 
route,  and  bringing  her  to  the  spot  at 
night. 

In  the  Caint  moonlight  ^e  saw 
the  giant  ore  dump,  and  a  dark  tun- 
nel leading  into  the  hillside.  The 
place  had  evidently  been  worked  by 
some  anct«nt  race.  But  that  waa  all 
she  did  see.  After  thia  one  tanta- 
filling  glimpse  they  took  her  away, 
and  though  again  and  again  she 
strove  to  find  her  way  back,  she 
never  succeeded.

One  day.  In  the  'sixties  of  the  last 
century,  three  men  came  into  Fort 
Randal,  On  the^  Missouri,  with  a  sack 
of  nuggets,  and  a  story  of  a  marvel- 
lous gold  find  on  Cabin  Creek.

The  Pegleg'  Is 
not .«  myth,  for  four  people  have  at 
different  times  found  It,  and  each  haa 
brought  of  its  gold.  It  lies  on  a  hill- 
top, and  from  thin  hlD  the  smoke  of 
trains  passing  Salton  Station  can  be 
seen.  But  all  that  country  Is  a 
tangle  of  bare  and  waterleaa  hUla, 
and  not  one  of  thoae  four  who 
stumbled  on  this  rldh  depoalt  of 
dark-colored  gold  haa  ever  been  able 
to  find  his  way  back. 

Bvery  miner  in  Alaska  fervently 
believes  In  the  "Lake  of  the  Golden 
P4ir."  It  was  In  Auugust,  1884,  that 
three  prospectors.  Gait,  Ulrlch,  and 
"Ole"  SUnford.  were  crossing  the 
Ellas  Range,  near  the  Yukon  River. 
They  came  upon  a  sntall  lake,  and 
the  evening  sunlight,  shining  full  on 
the  bar.  "scintillated  hatk  in  a  thoa- 
aand  golden  rays." 

The  men  flung  down  their  rifles, 
plunged  Into  the  water,  and  swam  to 
the  bar.  which  was  bnly  30ft  out. 
The  first  nugcet  weighed  100  lbs., 
and  presently  Ulrloh  had  one  of 
60  lbs. 

During  the  next  five  weeks  thoae 
three  stowed  half  a  ton  of  gold  In  a 
cave.  They  built  a  hut.  Intending  to 
settle  for  the  Winter.  Indiana  at- 
tacked them,  killed  Stanford,  and 
burned  theta-  hut.  Ulrtch  and  Oalt 
got  separated,  but  both,  after  fear- 
ful hardships,  reached  Bonaer'a 
Ferry. 

Gait  Waa  paralysed,  but  next  year 
inrlch  tried  to  get  back  to  the  lake. 
What  happened  to  him  no  onea 
knowa,  and  the  Lake  of  the  Golden 
Bar  Is  atlll  awaiting  a  dlaeoverer.— > 
T.  G.  la  The  X.ondon  Dally  Mall.

to  be  commemorated,  many  old  as- 
sociations  which  should  be  fostered. 
Ypres.  It  may  be  said  truly,  han  an 
undying  slgniflcanca  In  a  million  Brit- 
ish ihomes,  and  through  the  medium 
of  such  a  league  as  is  now  propoaed, 
much  might  be  done  to  perpetual* 
and  place  upon  a  sure  footing  the 
connection  begun  during  the  war,  and 
sancitlfled  by  so  much  heroism  and 
■acrifloe. 

"It  will  b«  amongst  tha  objects  of 
the  Tpree  I..eague  to  keep  In  touch 
with  the  Belgian  authorities,  to  furn- 
ish its  members  wUh  the  Information 
concerning  the  graves  and  the  pro- 
gress of  military  memorials,  and  also 
to  assist  and  promote  cordial  rela- 
tionship between  ourselves  and  the 
preitent  dwellers  on  the  old  Bvltlah 
battleground."

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DAWSON'.,  Oct.  7.— TJ^e  cold  snap 
occurred  throughout  the  Yukon  eev- 
eral  days  earlier  this  month  than 
usual  and  for  the  last  two  or  three 
days  slush  ice.  has  been  running  In 
the  main  Yukon  and  side  streams. 
Owing  to  the  prolonged  dry  season 
the  main  river  la  about  two  feet  lower 
at  Dawson  than  1»  usual  at  this 
period  of  the  year,  thus  making  navi- 
gation morn  difficult,  'the  steamer 
Selkirk  struck  a  rork  opposite  the 
mouth  of  Hlewart  River  three  days 
ago,  and  Is  beached  with  a  hole  In 
her  hull.  It  Is  reported  her  cargo  Is 
safe.  The  steamer  Casca  la  en  route 
from  Whltehorse  with  a  barge  to 
putoip  the  water  out  of  the  Helklrk, 
and  the  boat  likely  will  be  able  to 
proceed  soon.

An 
extraordinary  indictment  waa  that  of 
the  British  ship  which  recently  went 
out  to  South  Africa  with  a  full  cargo 
of  machinery,  mechanical  i^pllances 
and  agricultural  goods.  She  was  un- 
able to  obtain  a  cargo  for  her  home- 
ward voyage.  What  should  be  done? 
Someone  hit  on  the  idea  of  leading 
her  up  with  Transvaal  coal,  assuming 
that  a  market  for  It  could  be  found  In 
Norway, 

80  the  vessel  went  round  to  Dela,- 
.goa  Bay,  took  on  board  the  coal  and 
sailed  home.  But  when  she  reached 
these  shores  it  was  found  that,  owing 
to  the  coal  crisis  here,  her  cargo 
could  be  sold  at  a  handsome  profit  in 
this  great  coal-producing  country. 
The  cargo  was  therefore  unloaded 
here  ifhd  sold  at  a  price  of  nearly  £8 
a  ton  less  than  the  charge  for  British 
coal  exported  abro4ul.  This  exper- 
ience has  suggeeted  the  wisdom  of 
bringing  In  farther  suppllee  of  South 
African  coaL

Two  big  trans- Pacido  liners  are 
due  here  oA  Monday  from  the  Orient. 
They  are  the  Fushlml  Maru  of  the 
Nippon  Yusen,  and  the  Empress  of 
Asia^  of  the  C.P.O.8.  The  Japanse 
liner  left  Yokohama  for  this  coast  on 
September  31,  while  the  Asia  did  not 
sail    until    October    2. 

In  a  cable  announcing  the  depart- 
ure of  the  liner  the  Empress  of  Asia 
from  Yokohama  on  September  2,  the 
offices  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Ocean 
Services  are  given  details  of  the  cargo 
and  paJiienftcrs  of  the  big  boat.  She 
brings  1,126  tons  of  general  overland 
cargo,  680  tons  of  silk  for  New  York, 
60  tons  of  freight  for  Victoria,  10 
tons  for  Seattle  and  300  tons  of  per- 
ishables. She  has  aboard  310  saloon 
passengers  and  CSa  Chinese  In  the 
steerage.  Of  the  latter  304  are  for 
Vancouver  and   211   for  Havana. 


The  steamer  Margaret  Coughlan 
was  due  here  overnight  from  Eng- 
land. She  Is  one  of  the  vessels 
turned  out  by  the  Coughlan  Ship- 
yard to  Its  own  order,  and  is  com- 
pleting her  maiden  voyage.  The 
vessel  will  go  Into  the  Esquimau 
Mrydock  today  for  cleaning  and 
painting'  before  going  on  to  IVan- 
couver,  her  home  port.  No  wireless

According  te  figures  Just  received 
by  the  British  Information  Depart- 
ment  of  the  bankers  Trust  Company 
of  New  York,  the  Board  of  Trade  es- 
timates that  Great  BrtUia  wUl, 
through  her  "Invisible  exports."  wind 
up  the  preeent  year  with  a  balance  In 
her  favor  of  £180,000,000,  or  at  par 
1874,800,000.  The  "Invisible  exrpprta" 
represent  income  from  Inveetments 
abroad  and  earnings  from  shipping 
and  other  eervlces. 

Normally,  Great  Britain  buys  •more 
from  other  countriee  than  she  sells  to 
them.  The  excess  of  imports  in  the 
years  before  the  war.  about  £160,000,- 
uoo  annually,  waa  more  than  offset  by 
the  "iJMrUlble  exports,"  deecrlbed 
above, Estimated  at  £350,000.000  a 
year.  But  during  the  war  BriUIn  waa 
compelled  to  uee  her  foreign  invest- 
ments to  help  In  war  flnancinil,  and 
her  shipping  trade  waa  greatly  cur- 
tailed. In  addition  there  was  a  tre- 
mendous increase  In  her  imports  and 
a  corresponding  decline  in  her  ex- 
ports, so  that  even  counting  the 
amount  realized  from  invisible  ex- 
ports" the  trade  balance  la  the  years 
since  1014  has  been  heavily  against 
her. 

By  the  Board  of  Trade's  reckoning, 
this  unfavorable  position  has  now 
been  remedied.  The  board  estimates 
that  the  "Invisible  exporU"  for  the 
year  will  amount  to  £<OO.0O0,QO0.  Up 
to  the  end  of  August  British  imports 
had  exceeded  British  exporta  by 
£288,000.000.  At  the  same  rate  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year  the  excess 
of  impprts  for  the  twelve  months 
would  be  £413,000,000. 

The. Board  of  Trade  has  roughly  es- 
timated the  excess  (including  ship- 
ment of  bullion)  at  £420,000,000.  In 
the  following  table  Is  shown  the  esti- 
mates upon  which  the  favorable  bal- 
ance for  the  year  Is  based:

—  The  Cunard 
Line  today  revived  Its  services  be- 
tween London,  Canada  and  the 
United  States  with  the  sailing  of  the 
steamer  Caronia,  which  will  first  call 
at  Halifax  and  then  New  York.  The 
Caronia  carried  1,600  passengers, 
the  largest  number  ever  taken  on  a 
single  steamer  from  London  to  Am- 
erloa.  ' 


Favors  Fair  Rent  Court 

TORONTO.  Oct.  7.— "On  general 
principles,  the  Government  favors  a 
fair  rent  court,"  said  Attorney-Gen- 
eral Raney, .  acting  premier  of  On- 
tario. The  reason  a  bill  to  provide 
such  a  court  wai  killed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  legislature,  Mr.  Raney 
said,  was  because  the  legal  advisers 
of '  the  Government  did  not  approve 
of  the  form  of  the  bill. 
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That  figs  can  be  cultivated  suc- 
eeeafully  In  Victoria  has  been  demon- 
strated by  Mr.  T.  ^relll,  who  has  for 
the  past  four  years  been  garnering 
a  yearly  crop  of  luscious  specimens 
from  his  score  of  trees  on  his  plot  on 
Kudlin   Street.

The  quality  and  else  Is  ev* 
tremely  good.  l>etter  than  the  Cali- 
fornia product  and  comparing  well 
with  the  best  from  Italy  and  Damas- 
cus, says  Mr.  atarelll.  whose  experl- 
enoe  In  fig  growing  has  been  life- 
long, beginning  with  his  youth  In 
Tuscany.  In  his  opinion  the  sell  and 
climate  of  tkie  Saanlch  Peninsula  Is 
In  every  way  suitable  for  their 
growth. 

The  efforts  of  Mr.  Zarelli  in  this 
llni#were  begun  In  his  garden  on 
Chambers  Street.  Last  year  he 
acquired  a  plot  of  land  on  Rudlln 
Street  more  open  to  the  warm  rays 
of  the  sun,  transplanting  two  doxen 
of  his  trees  to  that  spot.  The  extra 
spaee  and  added  sunshine  has  worked 
wonders  with  his  i>ets,  which  arc 
spreading  to  such  an  extent  that 
their  owner  Is  now  In  a  position  to 
supply  amateur  horticulturists  with 
small  trees.  If  planted  prior  to  the 
arrival  of  winter,  they  would  bear 
fruit  next  tall.
